) for intermediate command and staff duty, 
and the Fighter and Bomber Tactical 
course for junior officers. 

Associate courses will be conducted for 
National Guard and Reserve officers who 
generally would be unable to spare the 
time from their civilian pursuits neces- 

wsary to participate in the full-length 
courses. 

Assisting in the establishment of the 
AAF School are Maj. Gen. David M. 
Schlatter, former member of General Eis- 
enhower’s invasion staff, who as acting 
commandant since December laid much 
of the groundwork for the school; Brig. 
Gen. Joseph Smith, chief of staff; Brig. 

Gen. Earl W. Barnes, director of the 
»Command and Staff course, and Brig. 

Gen. Rinaldo Van Brunt, chief of the 

Ground Division. 

Attending the conference called to per- 
fect plans for the new program were: Col. 
Monroe, Maj. Gen. Donald Wilson, Head- 
quarters, AAF Center, Orlando, Fla., and 
Col. Hunter Harris, jr., Headquarters, 
» AAF, Washington, D. C.; Col. E. J. Hale 
fand Col. J. C. Armstrong, Headquarters, 
Continental Air Forces, Washington ; Col. 
D. T. Spivey and Col. Charles W. Rich- 
pard, AAI Training Command, Barksdale 
Fid, La.; Col. F. L. Duff, School of Avia- 
tion Medicine, San Antonio, and their 
Staffs. 

Preliminary plans call for the central- 
ization of the AAF’s educational program 
at Maxwell, Craig, and Gunter Fields, 
with the instruction geared to keep AAF 
personnel abreast of the most advanced 
techniques and methods of aerial war- 
fare. 

The Command and Staff course will get 
underway first and is scheduled to open 
in September for a duration of nine

Twenty Percent Boost in Pay and Allowances 
and Retention of Full Flight Pay Recommended 


Acting on the recommendations of their 
Joint Pay Board, the Secretaries of War 
and Navy this week urged Congress to 
grant a twenty per cent increase in active 
and retired pay and allowances of all 
Service personnel paid under the Pay Re- 
adjustment Act of 1942. Included are the 
Army, Navy, Marine Corps, Coast Guard, 
Coast and Geodetic Survey and Public 
Health Service. 

The Secretaries also recommended that 
no changes be made with respect to extra 
pay for extra hazards such as flight pay, 
parachute pay, glider pay, and submarine 


pay. 

In addition the Department heads 
urged that Service personnel not in a fly- 
ing pay stutus but who nevertheless lose 
their lives as the result of an airplane 
accident in the line of duty shall be paid 
on account of such death a gratuity of 
$10,000. 

The Secretaries’ letters of recommenda- 
tion together with a draft of a suggested 
bill were referred to the Committees on 
Military Affairs in the Senate and House, 
where plans are being made for early con- 
sideration. The Secretaries did not trans- 
mit the report of the Joint Pay Board, of 


| which Lt. Gen. Wade H. Haislip was 
chairman, but the Committees doubtless 
will instruct the Departments to do so 
when hearings are opened. 

While expressing themselves generally 
in favor of a service pay increase, mem- 
bers of the committees declined to endorse 
the measure publicly until they had had 
further opportunity to study its provi- 
sions. 

The report was submitted in compliance 
with a mandate contained in the appro- 
priations rescission bill. These instruc- 
tions were inserted in the bill on the in- 
sistence of Senators McKellar of Ten- 
nessee and Overton of Louisiana after 
efforts to restrict flight pay to a maxi- 
mum of that received by a major of the 
Army or a lieutenant commander of the 
Navy. Failing to gain approval for such 
flight pay restriction, the Senators in- 
serted the order that a pay study be made, 
mentioning particularly “recommenda- 
tions with respect to increases authorized 
for flying pay, parachute pay, glider pay, 
submarine pay, and similar special pay 
and allowances.”

Merger of the Services 

Senator Thomas of Utah, chairman of 
the Senate Committee on Military Affairs 
and also chairman of its subcommittee 
now engaged in drafting a bill to carry 
out the President’s recommendations for 
a merger of the Armed Forces, told the 
ARMY AND NAVY JOURNAL this week that 
considerable progress has been made in 
preparing “a very strong bill that will 
undoubtedly satisfy the Navy point of 
view.” 

The chairman insisted that his com- 
mittee has no bias in preparing the legis- 
lation and considers thoroughly the view- 
points of both services. 

He said that the bill under preparation 
will provide for merging and for coordi- 
nation ; that there will be one Department 
with a civilian head and with professional 
branches, and that undoubtedly the Sen- 
ate Naval Committee will have an op- 
portunity to hold hearings on it before it 
goes to the Senate. 

It is understood that the measure the 
committee is considering discards many 
of the War Department’s original recom- 
mendations, including that for a single 
commander and single chief of staff for 
the combined services. 


Overseas Bases 

Taking cognizance of the action of the 
Services in constructing permanent in- 
stallations in the far Pacific, the House 
Appropriations Committee this week de- 
clared that “before any further commit- 
ments are made there should be a de- 
termination by proper authority—not by 
each service itself—as to what should be 
built, where it should be built, which of 
the armed services will be the occupant, 
and the size of the future permanent gar- 
rison.” 

“Dual installations should not be 
countenanced except for the most cogent 


reasons,” the committee said. 

The statements were made in the com- 
mittee’s report on the Supplemental Ap- 
propriation Rescission bill which proposes 
additional rescissions in the military 
establishment of $1,615,926,369 and in the 
naval establishment of $3,166,992,924. 


No Navy En Bloc Promotions 

No en bloc temporary promotions were 
made in the Navy 1 March. The Navy 
Department explained that in the future 
en bloc promotions will be based on cur- 
rent needs, promotion authorities to be 
issued as required. 

Following is the text of Alnay No. 91, 
setting forth the new policy: 

“Provisions ALNAV 346-45 relating to Ac- 
tive Service in Rank required for promotion 
are modified as follows: 

“Statement that Warrant Officers En- 
signs and Junior Lieutenants may expect 
promotion in 18 months and Lieutenants 
in 24 months changed to read that these 
Active Service requirements are minimum 
“Promotion ALNAV 1 March 1946 will be 

omitted. Thereafter EN BLOC Promotions 
will be based on needs of the service. Pro- 
motion authorities will be issued at intervals 
required by existing conditions, 

“Officers rank Lieutenant and below who 
have entered Inactive Status and who pur- 
suant to ALNAV 346-45 desire to assume the 
title and wear the uniform of the next higher 
rank will comply with the active duty re- 
quirement existing at time of release.”

Sea Services To Begin 
Retirement Selections 


With approval by President Truman of 
S. 1405 the Navy, Marine Corps, and Coast 
Guard this week were engaged in prepar- 
ing for the setting up of boards to select 
officers for retirement. 

The bill, full text of which was printed 
on page 783 of the ARMY AND Navy 
JOURNAL of 16 February, authorizes the 
sea services to set up boards to select offi- 
cers of the Navy, Marine Corps, and Coast 
Guard for forcible retirement. 

Such retirements would be at the high- 
est rank, permanent or temporary, held 
by the officer on active duty “if his per- 
formance of duty in such rank as de- 
termined by the Secretary of the Navy 
has been satisfactory.” 

In case the Secretary determines ser- 
vice in the highest rank was not satisfac- 
tory the officer may be retired in the next 
lower rank but not lower than his perm- 
anent rank. 

The bill also sets 62 years as the re- 
tirement age for all officers below the rank 
of fleet admiral. 

Retired pay in all instances is computed 
at the rate of 2% per cent of the active 
duty pay with longevity credit of the rank 
with which retired, multiplied by the 
number of years of service for which en- 
titled to credit in the computation of pay 
while on active duty, but not to exceed 
75 per cent of active duty pay. 

The Marine Corps already has decided 
on the composition and meeting dates of 
its boards. The Marine Corps Senior 
Board will meet 25 March to consider the 
retirement of major generals. 

The Marine Corps secondary board will 
meet 8 April to consider retirement of 
brigadier generals. 

A third Marine Corps board will meet 
the latter part of April, the exact date 
not yet set, to consider the retirement of 
all other officers. 

The Navy has not yet publicly an- 
nounced its plans, but it is understood 
that the Senior Navy board will meet 20 
March. 

In the Coast Guard the Boards are in 
the process of being set up. It will estab- 
lish three boards, one to consider officers 
of the permanent rank of Captain, one 
board to consider officers of the permanent 
rank of commander and lieutenant com- 
mander, and one board to consider offi- 
cers of the permanent rank of lieutenant 
and below. 

Approximately 310 officers of the Coast 
Guard already retired will be affected by 
the rank and pay provisions of the new 
act. How many so affected in the Navy 
and Marine Corps is not determined. 

It is noted that there is no appeal by 
the officers who may be forcibly retired 
under the bill. The act provides that 
recommendations of the Board be sub- 
mitted by the Secretary to the President, 
“for approval or disapproval in whole or 
in part.” When the President has acted 
his decision is final as the Act makes no 
provision for appeal. 

Likewise, the officers concerned could 
have no recourse to appeal if it is decided 
to retire them in a rank below their high-

Make High Grades Permanent 

To provide for making permanent the 
higher grades of the ranking war leaders 
of the Armed Forces, the House this week 
passed S. 1354 in an amended form. 

As passed by the House, the Senate bill 
is amended (1) that the permanent grade 
of Admiral shall be conferred on the war- 
time Commandant of the Coast Guard; 
and (2) that all officers affected by the 
Act would receive 75 per cent of active- 
duty pay and 75 per cent of the money 
allowances provided by existing law for 
rear admirals of the upper half, instead 
of full pay and allowances, as provided 
by the bill is passed by the Senate. 

An amendment offered by Representa- 
tive Andrews, N. Y., and approved by 
the House changed the eligible dates for 
Fleet Admirals to after 14 Dec. 1944 and 
before 14 Dec. 1945, so as to make Fleet 
Admiral William F. Halsey, jr. eligible 
for the permanent rank. 

The bill thus provides for making 
permanent the grade (5-star) held by 
Generals of the Army George C. Mar- 
shall, Douglas MacArthur, Dwight D. 
Eisenhower, and Henry H. Arnold; the 
o-star grade held by Fleet Admirals Wil- 
liam D. Leahy, Ernest J. King, Chester 
W. Nimitz, and William F. Halsey, 5 ee 
at the 4-star grade held by General Alex- 
ander A. Vandegrift, USMC and Admiral 
Russell R. Waesche, USCG. 


Waive Dual Pay for VA 

Senator Edwin C. Johnson, (D. Colo. ) 
this week introduced a bill which if en- 
acted would authorize the Veterans’ Ad- 
ministration to appoint and employ re- 
tired officers without affecting their re- 
tired status or retired pay. 

According to General Bradley the mea- 
sure would enable the Veterans’ Admin- 
istration to secure the services of a num- 
ber of outstanding physicians, executives, 
and hospital managers, who have had 
highly specialized training and experi- 
ence in the management of hospitals and 
offices and who are urgently needed in the 
expanding organization of the Veterans’ 
Administration. 

Under the provisions of the bill any re- 
tired officer could accept employment in 
the Veterans’ Administration and receive 
his retired pay and the pay of his civilian 
position, except as provided by section 212 
of the act of June 30, 1932 (47 Stat. 406) 
as amended without affecting his status 
as a retired commissioned officer or retired 
warrant officer. 








Battle Honors 

Battle honors have been awarded the 
Ist Battalion and attached units of the 
309th Infantry Regiment of the 78th 
(Lightning) Division, it was announced 
by Headquarters, USFET. The award 
was made for an action February, 1945 
in which the battalion captured the 
Schwammenauel Dam, the demolition of 
which by the Germans would have flooded 
the entire Roer Valley and caused ex- 
tensive delays in American operations in 
that area.

Allan R. McFarland, USN, has 
heen assigned to duty as Aide to Fleet 
Admiral Ernest J. King, USN, who, since 
his relief as Chief of Naval Operations, 
has been on special duty in the office of 
the Secretary of the Navy. 





Gen. Hilldring to State Dept. 

President Truman on 27 Feb. sent to 
the Senate the nomination of Maj. Gen. 
John H. Hilldring to be an Assistant Sec- 
retary of State. General Hilldring has 
been Chief of the Civil Affairs Division 
of the War Department. 

The President’s appointment of General 
Hilldring marks another instance in the 
present adminis- 
tration where the 
Chief Executive 
has appointed a 
military man to 
an important post 
in the civilian 
Government. 

Born in New 
York in March of 
1895, General Hill- 
dring first entered 
the armed services 
from the reserves 
in August of 1917 
where he served 
on active duty as 
a 2d Lieutenant 
until November. 
In December of 
1941 he was made a colonel in the Army 
of the United States and was raised to the 
temporary rank of Brigadier General in 
January of 1942 and a Major General in 
September of the same year. 

General Hilldring took a Bachelor of 
Science degree from Columbia University 
and Connecticut State College in 1917. In 
1922 he entered the Infantry School Com- 
pany Officers’ course, and in 1936 he 
graduated from the Command and Gen- 
eral Staff School.

Post-war Navy Personnel 


The fate of H.R. 4421, the bill to in- 
crease the permanent personnel strength 
of the Regular Navy and Marine Corps, 
is now in the hands of the President as 
the result of action by the Senate Naval 
Affairs Committee. 

A sub-committee of the Senate Naval 
Committee, composed of Senators Walsh, 
Byrd, Gerry, Saltonstall, and Robertson, 
took the matter up with the President 
this week. President Truman told them 
that he will not be prepared to give ap- 
proval to the legislation until he has 
figured how much he can allow the Army 
and Navy in the 1947 budget. 

The bill which provides for transferring 
Reserve officers to the Regular establish- 
ment, was passed by the House on 4 
Dec. 1945, and, while hearings on it have 
been held by the Senate Naval Committee, 
final action as to amendments and the 
report to the Senate has been delayed 
until the views of the President could be 
secured.

Peace Time Air Force 


The Army Air Forces is planning on an 
ultimate peacetime Air Force of about 70 
combat groups composed of 400,000 mili- 
tary personnel. 

Lt. Gen. Ira C. Eaker, Deputy AAF 
Commander, told the House Appropria- 
tions subcommittee hearing the Appro- 
priation Rescission bill, that there will be 
an “interim air force” of that strength 
and that it will be virtually identical 
with the projected peacetime force. Gen- 
eral Eaker said: 


Interim Air Force 

“The term ‘interim air force’ applies to the 
Air Force program which will be placed in 
effect concurrent with the termination of the 
demobilization program. This Air Force is 
virtually identical in size and composition 
with the ultimate planned peacetime Air 
Force. it differs in the distribution and loca- 
tion of major units. 

“Under present plans the interim Air 
Force period will begin about 1 July 1946, 
and will consist of an Air Force of 70 combat 
groups composed of 400,000 military person- 
nel. Fifty-three and six-tenths per cent of 
this interim Air Force will be assigned to 
overseas bases. Of this number 107,672 will be 
performing occupational duties in the Pacific 
areas, 66,828 are to be stationed in the Euro- 
pean theater. These are rock-bottom esti- 
mates almost without a safety factor. 

“The remainder of the strength of the in- 
terim Air Force will be assigned to admin- 
istrative, training, supply, maintenance, pro- 
curement and research functions in the con- 
tinental United States, all of which are neces- 
sary to support the combat units spread 
around the globe. The Air Forces in the zone 
of interior are now organized into six major 
commands, each assigned a definite and non- 
duplicating responsibility. Consideration is 
now being given to a reorganization of these 
commands to effect further economies. 

“The efficiency and effectiveness of this in- 
terim Air Force will be extremely low by 
virtue of a very low experience level, esti- 
mated by one statistician to average only 11 
months.” 

Obsolete Aircraft 

The committee in its report quoted with 
approbation from General Eaker’s testi- 
mony as follows: 


“The most persistent lesson learned by 
those who engage in warfare is that the wea- 
pons used for one war become obsolescent on 
the termination of hostilities. The recent con- 
flict just concluded is no exception, and it 
may be said that the age of scientific warfare 
has begun. Once the capacities of an offen- 
sive weapon are known, no nation would 
attempt aggressive action without first de- 
veloping adequate defensive measures against 
it. This fact, in itself, renders practically 
every aircraft used in the recent conflict obso- 
lete. Realizing this, the AAF has turned its 
thought toward new designs and new 
methods, including jet-propelled and rocket- 
assisted aircraft. Self-propelled rockets, 
bombs, and guided missiles are weapons of 
destruction and may not be readily accepted 
as a profitable enterprise for commercial de- 
velopment. We must, therefore, conclude that 
the burden for development of such equip- 
ment rests with the armed forces. With this 
thought in mind, the AAF has directed atten- 
tion toward the development and contro] of 
this equipment. Through its exploitation, we 
hope to maintain and extend our stature as the 
most progressive air power in the world, 
using the most advanced equipment and 
training in the most modern concepts of em- 
ployment. This policy can insure the peace 
and guarantce the safety of the United States 
as nothing else can.”

Sixth Army Reactivated 

General Joseph W. Stilwell, formerly 
commanding the Western Defense Com- 
mand, has been namd commander of the 
re-activated Sixth Army, with headquar 
ters at the Persidio of San Francisco, it 
was announced this week by Genera 
Jacob L. Devers, Commanding General « 
Army Ground Forces. Activation of th 
Sixth Army was effective 1 March. 

At the same time, the VII Corps Head 
quarters, at the Presidio of Monterey 
Calif., and the Western Defense Com 
mand in San Francisco, both Grouni 
Forces units, were inactivated and the 
staffs merged to form the Sixth Arm 
Headquarters. 

This amalgamation of headquarters i 
a result of the present “streamlining” of 
Army Ground Forces, and will reduce tle 
number of headquarters in the Pacifk 
Coast area, putting all the Ground Force 
installations in that area under one com 
mand. 

The Sixth Army, under the comman/ 
of Lieutenant General Walter Krueger 
participated in the Pacific fighting fron 
New Guinea in 1943, later in Luzon, t 
occupation duty in Japan.

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Navy Reperts-en Court Martial and Gives Account of Indianapelis’ Loss 


COURT, martial finding that Capt. 

Charles B. McVay 3d was guilty of 
negligencesin the Mss of the cruiser 
Indianapolis which was torpedoed by a 
Japanese submarine on 30 July with 880 
men, has been confirmed by Secretary 
Forrestal. 

At the same time the Navy Department 
revealed that three other naval officers, 
stationed at shore bases, had been rep- 
rimanded and one other “admonished” 
for failing to take action when the cruiser 
became overdue at Leyte Gulf. 

The Navy’s final decision was revealed 
at a press conference during which Fleet 
Admiral Nimitz, Chief of Naval Opera- 
tions and his Chief of Staff, Vice Admiral 
Forrest Sherman, disclosed that in view 
of Captain MeVay’s excellent record his 
sentence of a loss of 100 files both in 
his temporary and permanent grades has 
been remitted and he was released from 
arrest and subsequently restored to duty. 

The four other officers, all of whom 
were reproved in letters which will be- 
come part of their permanent official 
records, were Commo. N. C. Gillette, USN, 
Capt. A. M. Granum, USN, Comdr. Jules 
C. Sancho, USNR and Lt. Stuart B. Gib- 
son, USNR. 

During the press conference Admiral 
Nimitz revealed that he had recommended 
against a court martial for Captain Me- 
Vay and had proposed instead that he be 
reprimanded, but that he had been over- 
ruled in Washington. 

During the course of the press confer- 
ence the question arose as to whether a 
reprimand would bar an officer from fu- 
ture promotion, whereupon Admiral 
Nimitz recalled that he himself was given 
a reprimand in 1908 in connection with 
the grounding of the destroyer Decatur 
in Batangas Harbor in the Philippines. 

The Navy on 23 Feb. released for pub- 
lication two documents, one a “report” on 
the court martial and the other a “Narra- 
tive of the Circumstances” of the loss of 
the cruiser. Also made public was an ex- 
change of letters between Admiral Nimitz 
and a next-of-kin of one of the men lost 
on the Indianapolis. The full text of all 
of these official documents follow : 


REPORT ON COURT MARTIAL OF CAP- 
TAIN CHARLES B. McVAY, III, USN, COM- 
MANDING OFFICER, USS INDIANAPOLIS 


“Captain Charles B. McVay, III, USN, was 
tried on 3-19 Dec., 1945, by a Naval Court 
Martial composed of seven ‘members. His 
trial followed the sinking of the USS India- 
napolis by a Japanese submarine and was 
based upon two charges: First, Inefficiency 
in failing to issue and insure the execution 
of orders for the abandonment of the USS 
Indianapolis: Second, Negligence in ‘Suffering 


a Vessel of the Navy to be Hazarded’ by 
neglecting and failing to cause a zig-zag 
course to be steered when visibility condi- 


tions and information concerning enemy sub- 
marines required him under current United 
States Fleet, Tactical Orders to zig-zag in or- 
der to minimize the danger from submarine 
attack. Captain McVay was acquitted of the 
first charge and therefore was cleared of re- 
sponsibility for the loss of lives incident to 
the abandonment of the ship. He was con- 
victed of the second charge. He was neither 
charged with, nor tried for, losing the In- 
dianapolis. The sentence imposed by the 
court decreed the loss of one hundred num- 
bers in his temporary grade of Captain and 
one hundred numbers in his permanent grade 
of Commander. In view of his outstanding 
previous record, the court unanimously rec- 
ommended clemency. 

“The proceedings, findings and sentence, 
were found legal by the Judge Advocate Gen- 
eral and were approved by the Chief of Naval 
Personnel, This approval, however, was ac- 
companied by the recommendation that in 
view of Captain McVay’s excellent record and 
the unanimous recommendation for clemency 
by the court, the sentence should be remitted 
and he should be restored to duty. Fleet 
Admiral King, Commander in Chief and Chief 
of Naval Operations at the time of the disaster 
in July 1945, concurred in the recommenda- 
tion by the Chief of Naval Personnel. Secre- 
tary of the Navy James Forrestal has ap- 
proved these recommendations and has re- 
mitted the sentence of Captain McVay in its 
entirety, releasing him from arrest and re- 
storing him to duty. 

“Captain MeVay has a record of capable 
and gallant service to his country. During 
World Wnhr II he had extensive combat duty; 
he received numerous commendations and the 
award of the Silver Star Medal for heroism 
in action and the Purple Heart Medal.”

requires some preliminary consideration of 
the overall situation in the Pacific at the 


time, 
“On 1 April 1945, following the recapture 
of the Philippines and the capture of Iwo 


Jima, United States Forces landed on Oki- 
nawa. Heavy fighting ashore on Okinawa 
continued until the 2ist of June, when or- 


ganized resistance ceased. 

“The victory ashore on Okinawa was made 
possible only by the continued support of all 
available units of the Pacific Fleet. Through- 
out the spring and summer of 1945, the Fleet 
continued to control the sea and air in the 
vicinity of Okinawa, but in so doing recieved 
heavy damage. This damage was received 
principally by destroyers, destroyer escorts, 
and other types of ships normally used for 
escort purposes. These units, which formed 
screens for our forces at sea and also for 
the forces ashore, were the principal targets 
for Kamikaze attack. The extent of the dam- 
age sustained in these types made it neces- 
sary to modify the escort procedures through 
out the Pacific, so that damaged escorts might 
be returned to the navy yards for repair, 
and so that the escorts still available could 
be used in the most exposed areas and on as- 
signments where they would contribute most 
to the overall safety of our forces, more par- 
ticularly to the safety of the ships off Japan 
and the ships carrying troops. 

“The r cords of the period, from the be- 
ginning of the Okinawa operation almost until 
the end of the war, show clearly the concern 
which existed in this regard. Destroyers and 
destroyer escorts were brought to the Cen- 
tral Pacific from the Atlantic and from the 
North Pacific. Ships were sailed unescorted 
in the more remote areas. Priority was given 
to the repair of escort types in our navy yards 
and a determined effort was made to improve 
the escort situation in preparation for the 
invasion of Japan during which there could 
be anticipated a repetition of the conditions 
under which such heavy damage to escorts 
was sustained off Okinawa. 

“During July we were engaged in con- 
solidating our position at Okinawa and in 
sustained attacks on Japan itself with both 
carrier task forces and shore-based air forces 
in order to create the conditions prerequisite 
for invasion. The Third Fleet was actively 
engaged in attacking Honshu. The Twentieth 
Air Force was bombing Honshu, Naval air- 
eraft from the Ryukyus were ranging over 
the East China Sea and along the coasts of 
Kyushu and Southern and Central Korea, The 
Far East Air Force was moving its personnel 
and equipment up from the Philippines to 
Okinawa and was increasing the weight of its 
attack on Kyushu. 

“At the end of July the carrier task forces 
were delivering very heavy attacks which de- 
stroyed many Japanese aircraft and which 
practically completed the elimination of the 
Japanese fighting ships in their home ports. 
Important conferences were going on in 
Manila between the staffs of Fleet Admiral 
Nimitz and General of the Army MacArthur 
in connection with plans for the invasion and 
alternate plans for the occupation of Japan 
in case of an early surrender. Extensive mine 
sweeping operations were in progress in the 
East China Sea. Rescue operations for downed 
carrier pilots and B-29 pilots were in progress 
south of Japan. There were approximately 


700 fighting ships and about 400 merchant 
ships at sea in the Western Pacific. Radio 
traffic in the Joint Communications Center 


at Guam averaged 18,000 messages a day. The 
responsible officers in the Pacific Fleet were 
devoting their time and energy to accelerat- 
ing the tempo of the campaign and to increas- 
ing the pressure on Japan in order to bring 
the war to a conclusion, and specifically to 
pound the Japanese into submission without 
the necessity for a costly invasion. 

“On 1 May 1945, the USS Indianapolis had 
entered the Navy Yard, Mare Island, Calif., 
for overhaul. Her overhaul was completed 
and she was reported ready for sea on 16 
July 1945. 

Refresher Training Postponed 

“Although all preparations had been made 
to give the vessel a post-repair shakedown 
period in San Diego, Calif., preparatory to 
her rejoining the Fleet in the combat area, 
assignment to a mission of greater importance 
necessitated the postponement of this period 
of refresher training until a later date. 

“While in the Navy Yard, there had been a 
great number of changes among the officers 
attached to the vessel and a turnover in her 
enlisted complement in excess of 25 per cent. 

“Every advantage was taken of opportuni- 
ties to send both officers and enlisted men to 
schools and other instruction, while in the 
Navy Yard; and when reported ready for 
sea, the ship was well organized and the train 
ing of personnel was progressing satifactorily. 





“The Indianapolis proceeded mnescorted at 
high speed from San Francisco’) Pearl Har- 
bor, thence to Tinian, where special cargo 
(atomic bomb parts) was landed. A great 
many passengers were transported t0” Pearl 
Harbor and a lesser number beyond that 
point. These factors interfered somewhat with 
the schedule of training under way, but in- 
struction was continued, general drills were 
held daily and at least one battle problem 
was held during this passage. 

“Upon completion of unloading at Tinian, 
the Indianapolis was ordered by the Com- 
mander in Chief, Pacific Fleet to proceed to 
Guam, to discharge certain personnel and to 
report to the Port Director, Guam, for on- 
ward routing to Leyte, there to report for 
duty by despatch to Vice Admiral Jesse B. 
Oldendorf, USN, who was then off Okinawa. 

“The routine procedure at Guam in July, 
1945, in connection with the issuing of rout- 
ing instructions, was for the Commanding 
Officer of the routed unit to receive his brief- 
ing from the Port Director at the Naval 
Operating Base, Guam. Routing Officers and 
Operations Officers were supplied with the 
information which it was believed was neces- 
sary for them to accomplish their mission. 

Information on Submarines 

“On 27 July, Captain C. B. MeVay, ITI, 
USN, commanding officer of the Indianapolis, 
visited the Office of the Port Director, Guam, 
in connection with his routing to Leyte. Later 
that day the Navigator of the Indianapolis 
also visited the Port Director's office to obtain 
the Routing Instructions and discuss their 
details. Information of possible enemy sub- 
marines along the route was contained in the 
routing imstructions and was discussed with 
the Navigator. 

“The route over which the Indianapolis 
was to travel, which was the only direct 
route between Guam and Leyte, and was the 
route regularly assigned vessels making 
passage between these islands, was con- 
sidered within the acceptable risk limit for 
combatant vessels. Circuitous routes were 
available from Guam to Leyte, but no special 
apprehension was felt regarding the use of 
the direct route by the Indianapolis, and no 
other route was considered. 

“The speed of advance of the Indianapolis 
(15.7 knots) was set by Captain McVay and 
was based upon his desire to arrive off the 
entrance to Leyte Gulf at daylight on 31 
July in order to conduct antiaircraft practice 
prior to his entering the Gulf. To have ar- 
rived a day earlier would have required a 
speed of about 24 knots. No special considera- 
tion was given the possibility of delaying the 
departure of the ship from Guam in order to 
enable her to proceed in company with other 
vessels, since the route assigned was not 
thought by the Port Director to be unduly 
hazardous, Zig-zagging was, by his routing 
instructions, left to the discretion of Captain 
MeVay. However, tactical orders then in 
force required zig-zagging in conditions of 
good visibility, in waters where enemy sub- 
marines might be present. 

“The policy determination with regard to 
the escorting of vessels in the Western Pa- 
cific was the function of the Commander in 
Chief, Pacific Fleet. This ‘policy, which re- 
quired the escorting of vessels in some areas 
but dispensed with escorts for some classes of 
vessels in others, which were less active, was 
largely dictated by the limited availability 
of escort vessels. At the time of the sailing 
of the Indianapolis, there was a shortage in 
this regard and escorts were, as a rule, not 
given combatant vessels which were capable of 
‘taking care of themselves.’ The Indianapolis 
was considered to be in this class and escort, 
if furnished her, would have been at the ex- 
pense of other requirements of greater 
urgency. 

“At the time of her departure from Guam, 
the Indianapolis was not at peak efficiency ; 
but she was well organized; her personnel 
were well disciplined and, in the main, well 
versed in the performance of their routine

Torpedoed 

“Early in the morning, at 12:15 A. M., on 
80 July, while the Indianapolis was steaming 
unescorted, and not zig-zagging, at a speed 
of 17 knots through the water, under good 
conditions of visibility and in a moderate 
sea, two heavy explosions occurred against 
her starboard side forward, as a result of 
which explosions the ship capsized and sank 
between 12:27 and 12:30 A. M., 30 July. The 
ship sank 12 minutes after the terpedoes hit. 

“No enemy vessel was sighted either before 
the explosion occurred or afterward. Watches 
were properly stood and good lookout was 
kept, both visual and radar. Normal precau- 
tions were being taken against enemy sub- 
marines. The lookouts were generally experi- 
enced men and fully alert. The damage con- 
trol party, though well organized, was un- 
able to function properly due to the heavy 
personne] casualties forward, the rapid flood- 
ing and the intense fire which was started 
in the forward section of the ship. 

“The communication set-up and provisions 
made for sending emergency messages were 
in accordance with good practice and current 
instructions. There is ample evidence that 
distress messages were keyed by radio opera- 
tors and possibly were actually transmitted 
on at least one (500 k. c.) and possibly two 
frequencies. No evidence has been developed 
that any distress message from the ship was 
received by any ship, aircraft or shore sta- 
tion. 

“Orders to abandon ship were given by 
some officers locally, but general word to that 
effect was not passed throughout the ship. 
This was partly due to the disruption of all 
mechanica] and electrical means of communi- 
cation. Word for all hands to go on deck 
was passed through some of the lower deck 
compartments by the boatswain’s mate of the 
watch, but was heard by only a few of the 
survivors. Many men stood by their abandon 
ship stations until they were forced by the 
listing of the ship to enter the water. Much 
life saving equipment went down with the 
ship. 

“The conduct of Captain McVay and of the 
other officers and men of the ship was, in 
the face of this emergency, satisfactory. Cap- 
tain MeVay did not order abandon ship when 
it was first suggested by the Fleet Lieuten- 
ant. Shortly thereafter, the Executive Officer 
recommended abandoning ship. The Captain, 
approving this recommendation, ordered the 
word to be passed to all hands to abandon 
ship. 

“While some life rafts and floater nets were 
available to those in the water, many 
men had only their life jackets. 

“Correct maintenance routines for emer- 
gency equipment had been in effect. The life 
saving equipment was the best type developed 
for surface ships and was identical with that 
supplied other vessels of the Indianapolis 
class. 

Heroism and Leadership 

“Numerous acts of heroism and leadership 
and display of fortitude have been reported. 

“In the Headquarters of Commander 
Marianas on Guam and of the Commander 
Philippine Sea Frontier on Leyte, operational 
plotting boards were kept. On these boards 
was kept a graphic plot of the positions at 
sea of all vessels in which the headquarters 
concerned was interested. In the case of the 
Indianapolis, the departure of the vessel from 
Guam on 28 July was recorded on the plot- 
ting boards in each of these headquarters. 
Her estimated position was plotted on each 
board daily. On 31 July, the date on which 
the vessel was scheduled to have arrived at 
Leyte, the Indianapolis was removed from the 
board in the headquarters of Commander 
Marianas and was recorded on the board at 
the headquarters of Commander Philippine 
Sea Frontier as having arrived at Leyte. This 
was the routine method of handling the plot 
of combatant vessels. Since, in accordance 
with orders standard throughout the South- 
west Pacific Area, the Pacific Ocean Areas, 
and the Atlantic, the arrival of combatant 
vessels Was not reported, vessels of this class 
were assumed to have arrived at their destina- 
tions on the date and at approximately the 
time scheduled in the absence of information 
to the contrary. However, since the India- 
napolis did not arrive, the responsible officers 
*t the office of the Port Director, Leyte, who 
knew of her non-arrival should have instituted 
action to determine the reason. 

“Within 16 hours of the actual sinking of 
the Indianapolis, there was in the Advance 
Headquarters of the Commander in Chief, 
Pacific Fleet an indication (from a single 
enemy source) to the effect that the Japanese 
had sunk something (the nature of which 
was unknown) in a position which was ap- 
proximately the predicted position of the 
Indianapolis at the time. Had this informa- 
tion been evaluated as authentic, it ig pos- 
sible that the survivors of the Indianapolis

Radar vs. German V-2 B 

Danger of atom bombardment 
great cities and industrial centers’ by 
long-range stratosphere rockets may be 
considerably lessened if Army Air Forces 
efforts to “track” captured German V-2’s 
by the use of “mean radar” and other 
devices are successful in experiments to 
be held this summer. 

White Sands proving ground in New 
Mexico will provide a desert setting for 
tests in which the AAF will pit its “radar 
brains” against the V-2’s. These rockets 
will be sent streaming 90 miles into the 
stratosphere by Army Ordnance; and the 
AAF, in cooperation with the Signal 
Corps, will attempt to plot their course 
from the moment of discharge to the 
moment of impact. 

Every known means of radar detection, 
including those devices used recently in 
reaching the moon, will be utilized by 
the AAF in an effort to “keep a finger” 
on these 3000-miles-per-hour missiles as 
they arch across the sky. If this track- 
ing is successful, according to AAF ex- 
perts, it will then be possible to devise 
some means of exploding the V-2’s harm- 
lessly in mid-air before they can reach 
their targets—probably by interception 
with “counter-attack” rockets.

Communications Service, in a radio pro 


gram on 27 Feb., in connection with the 
83rd anniversary of the founding of the 
Signal Corps. 

The program, in which the Army Band 
participated, originated at Fort Myer, Va. 
Fort Myer, General Back pointed out, 
was named for Major Albert J. Myer, 
first Chief Signal Officer. It was largely 
through his efforts that the Congress, on 
3 March, 1863, adopted an Act creating 
the Signal Corps as a separate branch 
of the Army, in recognition of com- 
munications as an essential tool for the 
military commander. 

“Military communications,” (eneral 
Back said, “have come a long way since 
the Civil War days of Major Myer’s 
‘telegraph wagons,’ signal flags, torches, 
and rockets. 

“Today, on a network capable of trans- 
mitting daily 100 million words, the 
Signal Corps sends a 10-word message 
completely around the world in 914 sec- 
onds. In the global war just ended it was 
possible for planes in the air and tanks 
on the ground, traveling at high speed, 
to converse with each other. 

“More recently, the Signal Corps accom- 
plishment of contacting the moon by ra- 
dar was another carefully conceived step 
in thorough engineering research which 
enabled the Signal Corps in collaboration 
with our Allies and industry to produce 
such firsts as: the handie-talkie; radio 
teletypewriter transmission at the rate 
of 100 words a minute; radar to locate 
enemy planes, tanks, mortars and person- 
nel; application of frequency modulation 
radio for static-free communications be- 
tween tanks; ‘sferics’ to plot the location 
of a lightning storm thousands of miles 
away; radio-relay systems permitting 
commanders to maintain continuous con- 
tact with fast moving spearheads: and 
many others.” 

Referring to the future, General Back 
said the Signal Corps is engineering for 
peace as it engineered for war. “The 
field of economics—for example—has un- 
limited peacetime possibilities, including 
a sensory aid for the blind.

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Navy to Inerease Catapult Use 

Increased use of the catapult method 
of launching’ planes was foreseen by high 
Navy officials this week when it was dis- 


closed that the method is particularly de- - 


sirable for take-offs of both jet propelled 
planes and craft of extreme weight both 
of which require proportionally long take- 
off strips. 

For the first time since the close of 
the war the Navy released detailed in- 
formation on developments and use of 
eatapults both aboard aircraft carriers 
and escort carriers, emphasizing the 
speed and efficiency of this method of 
take-off. According to Commander Ken- 
neth L. Benta, Chief of the Catapult 
Brauch of the Bureau of Aeronautics, 
military catapult use is divided into two 
main classifieations. 

Under present plans and future trends 
developments in aircraft are tending to- 
ward two departures from existing con- 
ventional types. Jet propelled airplanes 
are so devoid of initial thrust, the Com- 
mander states, as to make inordinately 
long take-off strips necessary. Becaue of 
the high take-off stall speeds of this type, 
catapult launching will be an absolute 
necessity for most ship based planes and 
probably highly desirable for shore based 
equipment as well. 

In addition to jet propelled craft, Com- 
mander Benta, points out, aircraft of ex- 
treme weight require proportionally long 
take-off strips and by the very reason of 
their size restrict ship deck space. Cata- 
pult launching in this category, he states, 
is also a necessity. 

Present day aircraft carriers may have 
as many as two catapult strips. The ma- 
chinery for launching a plane is located 
under the flight deck, and is estimated to 
weigh approximately 200 tons. Because 
of the weight factor, it was pointed out, 
it would probably not be feasible to use 
any more than two strips per vessel. 

According to the Navy Department the 
time consumed by a good crew of well 
trained men to launch a plane from a 
catapult on the flight deck of a carrier 
is about 45 seconds. It was pointed out 
in. connection that the method is par-

sans desirable where head wis ar 


fore an ordinary take-off can be accom- 
plished. While the vessel is getting into 
position, 


it was said, planes may be 
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launched from catapults so that several 
of them may ‘already be in the air before 
the vessel’s proper position is attained. 

According to Commander Benta the 
United States at the moment is leading 
the field in the development of catapult 
launching. Our closest rival is Great 
Britain which has not attained our speed. 

The propulsion machinery for the cata- 
pult installed below the flight deck in all 
U. 8S. carriers is actuated by a huge stor- 
age of high pressure air. This is capable 
of repeated launching of heavily loaded 
planes running on their own wheels on the 
flight deck. The power of the compressed 
air is transmitted to the engine piston 
ram by a hydraulic medium and the mo- 
tion of the ram is transformed by a series 
of cables and sheaves to towing the air- 
Plane by means of a fitting running in a 
slot in the flight deck. 

This machine, the Navy said, permitted 
the operation of 40% more planes per 
carrier by flight deck spotting, made night 
take-offs safe and routine, permitted full 
scale continued operation of large task 
forces at sea for extended periods, made 
the United States Navy carrier far su- 
perior to any other and changed the en- 
tire concept of carrier warfare. 





Rank for Navy Appointees 

The Navy Department this week asked 
Congress for authority to commission 
original appointees in the Civil Engineer 
Corps in the rank of ensign. Under exist- 
ing authority such original appointments 
must be in the rank of lieutenant, junior 
grade. 

The Secretary of the Navy stated in a 
letter to the Chairman of the Senate 
Naval Committee: 

“The proposed legislation is desired in or- 
der to meet the needs of the Navy Department 
(Bureau of Yards and Docks) in the procure- 
ment of officer personnel. Original appoint- 
ments in the rank of ensign (which would 
be the lowest commissioned rank in the Civil 
Engineer Corps) would be made from civil 
life and from, Navy Reserve Officer Training 
Corps units of candidates who lack the ex- 
perience qualifications for original appoint- 
ment in the higher rank of lieutenant, junior 
grade 

“Original appointments in the rank of lieu- 
tenant, junior grade, would be confined to 
applicants in civil life who hold scientific de- 
grees in engineering and have had a reasona- 
ble period of actual experience in construc- 
tion engineering, and to officers of the line 
of the Navy who have had postgraduate in- 
struction in civil engineering. All original 
appointments as officers in the Civil Engineer 


Corps would be made in accordance with 
regulations prescribed by the Secretary of 
the Navy.” 
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Flag Officer Changes 


The Bureau of Naval Personnel an- 
nounced on 28 Feb. new assignments for 
several officers of flag rank. 

Rear Adm. Francis E. M. Whiting, USN, 
now adminstrative officer of the Navy Depart- 
ment, will relieve Rear Adm. Freeland A. 
Daubin, USN, as Commandant of the U. S. 
Naval Base, New York, early in March. Rear 
Admiral Daubin will assume duties as Com- 
mandant of the 17th Naval District (Kodiak, 
Alaska), and additional duties as Commander 
of the Alaskan Sea Frontier and Commander, 
Northern Pacific Area, under the Commander 
in Chief of the Pacific Fleet. 

Rear Adm. Carleton H. Wright, USN, now 
Commandant of the 12th Naval District, will 
relieve Rear Adm. Austin K, Doyle, USN, as 
General Inspector of the Pacific Fleet and 
Pacific Ocean Areas in April. Rear Admiral 
Doyle’s new assignment has not been an- 
nounced. 

Rear Adm. Donald B. Beary, USN, will be- 
come Commandant of the 12th Naval District 
(San Francisco). He was formerly adminis- 
trator of the U. S. Naval Shipping Control 
Authority for the Japanese Merchant Marine. 

Vice Adm. George D. Murray, USN, now on 
duty with the General Board, will assume 
new duties late in March as Commandant of 
the Ninth Naval District (Chicago) and Com- 
mander of the Midwest Naval Area. He will 
relieve Vice Adm. Arthur S. Carpender, USN, 
who will be assigned for duty to the Secre- 
tary of the Navy.

Mustering-out Pay 

The Secretary of the Navy has notified 
the chairman of the Senate Military Com- 
mittee that with a suggested modification 
of S. 1476, the Navy Department favors 
the enactment of this bill, which would 
provide for immediate mustering-out pay- 
ments being made to persons discharged 
upon their own initiative to accept em- 
ployment when they served in the armed 
forces within the continental limits of 
the United States. It would authorize the 
payment of the entire amount in a lump 
sum to all persons authorized to receive 
such payments. 

Asserting its belief that “Persons not 
serving outside the continental limits of 
the United States, who are discharged 
on their own initiative, should receive 
the benefits of mustering-out payments” 
Secretary Forrestal recommended that 
the proposed amendment to section 2(b) 
of the law be modified to read: “Each 
person eligible to receive mustering-out 
payment under subsection (a)(1), (a)- 
(2), and (a)(3) shall receive the stipu- 
lated amount at the time of such dis- 
charge, relief from active service or upon 
commencement of terminal leave.”

Appointment to Navy, Medical 
Corps 

Professional and physical examinations 
for the Medical Corps, U. S. Navy, will 
be conducted at 29 naval hospitals 6-10 
May. Successful candidates will be ap- 
pointed as Assistant Surgeon and Acting 
Assistant Surgeon with the rank of Lieu- 
tenant (junior grade). 

Examinations will be the first given 
since October, 1944, when the ceiling was 
reached for the strength of the Medical 
Corps for the Regular Navy. Attrition

She was com- 
missioned a lieutenant in the Women’s Re 
serve in October, 1942, and served as liaison 
officer in the Bureau of Aeronautics and the 
Office of the Deputy Chief of Naval Operations 
(Air) for the Bureau of Naval Personnel on 
all matters pertaining to WAVES assigned to 
aviation activities. 

She became the first Women’s Reserve of- 
ficer to sponsor a combatant naval vessel 
when she christened the USS Lewis Hancock, 
a destroyer named in honor of her husband, 
Lt. Comdr. Lewis Hancock, jr.. USN, who 
was killed when the dirigible Shenandoah 
crashed near Caldwell, Ohio, in 1925.

N view of the history of Service pay legislation the recommendations for a twenty 

per cent increase, as submitted to Congress this week by the Secretaries of War and 
Navy, are modest indeed. Twenty per cent is the basis of increase generally being ap- 
plied to civilian employment, most categories of which already have risen considerably 
above pre-war levels, but Service commissioned pay scales are virtually the same now 
as in 1908 when the last major revision was made. The Secretaries have wisely recom- 
mended that the increases be applied alike to all active and retired officers and enlisted 
men of the Army, Navy, Marine Corps, Coast Guard, Public Health Service, and Coast 
and Geodetie Survey who are paid under the provisions of the Pay Readjustment Act 
of 1942, When the full studies of the Joint Pay Board have been made public they 
will reveal the ever growing differences between the pay received by the members 
of their Armed Forces and that received by those in civilian walks of life, skilled and 
professional men, both in commercial endeavor and.government service. Teachers, 
notoriously underpaid, have had much greater average increases over the past 30 years 
than have Service oned officers. The State Department’s foreign service, in 
some ways comparable with that of the Army and Navy, has benefited by pay in- 
creases while the Services have stood still. Both the cost of living and the standard 
of living have risen while officer pay has remained the same. Furthermore, with the 
ever increasing pay in civilian life, the Services will be hard put to recruit the person- 
nel necessary for our occupation duties, to build the peace enforcing units required 
by the UNO, and to provide our own home defenses unless the inducenients be raised. 
We urge the Committees of the House and Senate to institute hearings promptly and 
to report and push through the necessary increases in Service pay. 


ITH the war safely won, it has become the fashion to speak and write dis- 

paragingly of the “Regulars” and of “brass hats” as though they were evil 
things that should be done away with in the establishment of future Army and Navies. 
Few stop to consider where we would have been without them. Few realize that it 
was the Regulars who in times of peace envisioned the vast increases we would needa 
to defend ourselves in war. It was the Regular who worked with industrial leaders 
and production experts to lay the plans for the prodigious output of ships, planes, 
tanks, and thousands of other large and small items necessary for the waging of war. 
It was the Regulars who worked with patriotic members of the National Guard and 
Reserves to give them the benefit of instruction in the latest tactics and methods of 
warfare. It was the Regulars who ran the Service schools from lowliest enlisted 
specialties to the Army and Navy War Colleges whose output contributed so much to 
the building and training of our manpower when the call to war came. The members 
of the Reserve components whose services go back before the war know and appreciate 
these facts. Thousands of gallant young men who came in during the war and con- 
tributed gloriously to its winning know the debt they owe to the training and indoc- 
trination they received as the result of the efforts of Regulars. Inevitably there were 
some who did things they should not have done and whose example to others was not 
in accordance with the high standards of the Services, but these were exceptions and 
were in violation of the strict regulations the Services impose upon the conduct of 
their personnel. The victories in World War I and World War II are tributes to the 
efficiency with which the Regulars planned for the defense of the Nation and, in the 
interim between conflicts, kept the art of war alive in this country in spite of meager 
appropriations and the small forces with which they had to work. In this unsettled 
post-war period the Regular Establishments should be enlarged so that if we should 
again have to resort to arms there will be solid and efficient military, naval, and air 
organizations capable of rapid expansion by the proper preparation of the valiant 
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Alaskan Enterprise

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Jet Planes to Occupational Units 

Some Army Air Forces units on oc- 
cupational duty in Europe and in the Pa- 
cific will be re-equipped with jet-propell- 
ed Lockheed P-SO “Shooting Stars,” one 
of which recently established a transcon- 
tinental speed record of four hours, 13 
minutes, and 23 seconds, AAF headquar- 
ters announced 25 Feb. 

Approximately 150 P-80s will be as- 
signed to the occupational air units in 
Burope. The first shipment of 75 planes 
is expected to reach Germany in April, 
and the remainder later in the Summer. 

The 13th Air Force, which is helping 
to patrol the Pacific from bases in the 
Philippines, will receive 75 of the speedy 
fighters in April, and 75 more will be sent 
to the 5th Air Force in Japan this Sum- 
mer. 

Instructors will accompany the first 
shipment of the new planes to both 
theaters. 


AAF Army Day Participation 

Each major command and separate 
AAF base unit within the zone of the 
interior will assist in ceremonies in con- 
nection with Army Day, 6 April. 

“Open House Day” will be proclaimed 
at all active bases, individual command- 
ers organizing exhibits and displays of 
general interest to the public. 











AAF Engineer Course 

Army Air Forces Headquarters has an- 
nounced that a Post Engineer Course is 
conducted by the AAF Training Com- 
mand at the AAF Technical School, 
Buckly Field, Colo. 

The primary purpose of the course is 
to train inexperienced personnel, both 
military and civilian, for use as key post 
engineer officers or employees at AAF 
installations. Length of the course is 
eight weeks and attendance is also recom- 
mended as refresher training for ex- 
perienced personnel. Complete require- 
ments are listed in AAF Letter 50-137. 





XF-12 Ready for Test 

The first four-engine aircraft designed 
expressly for long-range, high speed pho- 
to-reconnaissance is ready for flight test- 
ing by engineers of the Air Technical 
Service Command and Republic Aviation. 

The plane is the experimental XF-12. 
It is powered by four 28-cylinder, 3,000- 
horsepower Pratt and Whitney engines 
turning 16-foot, two-inch four-blade pro- 
pellers. Engineers expect the plane to 
operate at very high altitudes at speeds 
comparable to wartime fighter planes. 
Slightly smaller than the B-29, the fuse- 
lage of the new plane is 93 feet 10 inches 
long. Wingspread is 129 feet two inches. 
Height to the top of the stabilizer is 28 
feet four inches. 


Specifications include three camera 





stations—one split vertical, one trimetro- 
gron and one vertical. Darkroom equip- 
ment for loading film is included. The 
Plane will carry no armament and will 
have a service ceiling of over 44,000 feet 
and a speed of over 450 miles per hour. 





Naval Air Training 

The largest activity of the Naval Air 
Technical Training Command will be con- 
centrated in a single base at Memphis, 
Tenn., by 1 June, 1946. 

Memphis was one of the four major 
NATTC centers during the war. Others 
were located at Chicago, Ill.; Norman, 
Okla., and Jacksonville, Fla. NATTC 
Jacksonville has been reduced to peace- 
time size. Activities now at Norman and 
Chicago will be moved to Memphis during 
the next three months, after which these 
facilities will be closed. 


Perfect Record by ATC 

A perfect record in the flying of thou- 
sands of patients from the ETO and CBI 
by the AAF Air Transport Command in 
1945, was reported this week by the War 
Department. 

A total of 43,496 patients, litter and 
walking, were evacuated from overseas 
over routes of ATC’s North Atlantic 
Wing with only two deaths enroute, and 
in neither case céuld the trip be con- 
sidered either the cause of or a contri- 
butory factor in the patients’ deaths. 

These figures take on additional 
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significance, it was pointed out by the 
Chief Surgeon, when it is realized that 
a total of 186,747,436 patient miles were 
flown during the year. The average dis- 
tance travelled per patient was approxi- 
mately 4,300 miles. 

Evacuations of the sick and wounded 
originated as follows: United Kingdom, 
14,145; Paris, 24,166; Casablanca, 3,144; 
Naples 646; India-Burma, 580; China, 
401; other, 414.

Fly Through Thunderstorms 

Army Air Forces will conduct a series 
of intensive flight tests during the com- 
ing thunderstorm season to provide 
fundamental data for flying through 
major weather hazards which have 
caused numerous accidents because of 
the lack of a unanimity of opinion as to 
the correct procedure in dangerous 
thunderstorm regions. 

Ten specially equipped Northrop P-61 
Black Widows, wartime night-fighters, 
will fly around and through thunder- 
storms this spring and summer in the 
area around Orlando, Fla., collecting in- 
strumental and photographic observa- 
tions relating to cloud forms, cloud 
heights, turbulence, precipitation, light- 
The planes will 
also be equipped with radar, which will 
be used to locate nearby rain areas and to 
test various methods, of using radar to 
select a safe path through the storm. 

With this information, AAF operation- 
al and weather personnel will be able to 
develop flight procedure and techniques 
to avoid many of the hazards of thunder- 
storm flying. Ground radar will be used 
to follow the movement of the storm-rain 
areas as well as to track the planes in 
flight. Ground installations will include 
a large number of specially equipped 
weather stations maintained jointly by 
the AAF and the U. S. Weather Bureau. 
These stations will take balloon sound- 
ings using rasondes which broadcast the 
weather aloft. Meteorological conditions 
at the surface will also be reported by 
the ground stations.

> FOREIGN AFFAIRS, American proposals for joint representations with 
Britain and France, expressing hostility to Spain’s retention of the Franco gevern- 
ment, are on the point of being published textually. The understanding is that these 
porposals suggest a tripartite advocacy of Franco’s immediate departure, creation of 
an interim government committed to a grant of amnesty to all political prisoners, and 
a call for free elections in Spain. Coupled with these large demands, if semiofficial 
intimations are correct, would be a solemn declaration that the three powers have no 
desire to interfere with Spain’s internal affairs, and that they most earnestly desire 
that the considerable suggested changes be unaccompanied by violent action. The 
American communication was sent out early in.the week, but not made public until 
after French announcement that the Spanish frontier had already been closed, this 
after long insistence on some such action by the Left elements in the French govern- 
ment; by the time Paris made that announcement Franco was able to state that he 
himself had closed the frontier on the Spanish side two days earlier. The text of our 
communication is expected to reveal that America’s position is a compromise between 
strong French desires and British moderation, London being particularly anxious to 
avert Spanish civil war if possible. Some action against Franco has been destined, 
with France constantly pressing for strong action ever since the liberation; even last 
winter there were in southwest France, and in Paris as well, groups which were loud 
in their demands for immediate intervention in Spain to upset the Falangist govern- 
ment of Franco. Our own attitude and Britain’s has been one of far greater modera- 
tion, accompanied by expectation that Spain itself would in time weary of the dictator- 
ship whose fortunes were for so long associated with those of the dictators of Fascist 
Italy and Nazi Germany. It is worth remembering that the young Nazi army had its 
first bleeding, and its first impressive successes, in the Spanish civil war. ... Senator 
Vandenberg of Michigan, a Republican member of the American delegation to the 
UNO General Assembly meeting in London, returned to the Senate floor this week 
with a long and studied criticism of American foreign policy. Of largest importance 
was his warning that Republican cooperation with the Administration in international 
matters will continue only if there is advance agreement on policy, and not mere 
minority representation in a delegation bound to Administration policy. He took oc- 
casion to call for a “firm” expression of American views, and by contrast criticized 
“vacillation,” failure to maintain American leadership, and particularly failure to say 
what we mean and mean what we say. His own views included a belief that world 
peace depends both upon UNO success and also upon the ability of America and 
Russia to get along on a basis of mutual respect and understanding. He noted the 
desirability of assuring security to Russia with a new treaty of mutual defense under 
UNO, if that be Russia’s desire. .. . The unfathomable East, from Manchuria to the 
South Seas, continues to provide subjects for misgivings and, less frequently, en- 
couragement, with the largest measure of that rare, last-named commodity offered 
this week by China, in the form of the agreement for integration of the Nationalist 
and Communist armies. We are warned that it is an agreement rather than a fact, and 
too much good cheer is discouraged by the circumstance that, before the ink was 
fairly dry upon this compact for reduction of China’s war-time armies, local command- 
ers began voicing their protest against any such reduction “when another World War 
is in the making.” General Marshall himself, our new ambassador and the prime 
mover for the agreement, notes that the agreement “represents the hope of China; I 
can only trust that its pages will not be soiled by small groups of irreconcilables.” 
Unhappily the West of late has not furnished to the East many examples of national 
passion for the keeping of agreements; it is in a poor position for over-righteous 
doubts about Chinese intentions. The observer rather can find satisfaction in the 
agreement itself. It calls for a fixed ratio of five Nationalist armies to one Com- 
munist army, and a drop in the numbers of both. One year hence there are scheduled 
to be ninety of the one and eighteen of the other; six months later, fifty of the one 
and ten of the other. The integration is to be effected by mingling the divisions in 
varying proportions into three-division armies of which four will be Communist- 
dominated. It is a compact between two groups whose components are alike Chinese 
and alike devoted, they say, to a united China, independent and free and dedicated 
to much-needed self-improvement. Their joint interest in such a future, thus stated 
in general terms, is self-evident, their joint willingness to seek it, rather than factional 
leadership and self-aggrandizement, they both profess; their performance of that 
benign intention will be awaited with pleasure and a hope that man’s humanity to- 
ward man will be more apparent in China than it has been in the Occident. But there 
can be only warm approval of General Marshall's conduct of those difficult negotia- 
tions, first over his firmness and industry, second over his impartiality and friendship 
for China itself, which has been so complete that from neither of those once-em- 
bittered opponents has there come of late one word of criticism directed against either 
the United States or its capable ambassador. .. . Chiang Kai-shek himself, undoubted- 
ly strengthened by this further step toward a united China, has added moral encour- 
agement to the Manchurian settlement by his instructions to his representatives to 
handle negotiations with the Russians on three irreproachable principles, obedience 
to Chinese law, respect for the Sino-Russian treaty of last August, and regard for 
other international treaties to which China is a party. He commended the patriotism 
of Chinese students who demonstrated against a protracted Russian occupation of 
Manchuria, as distinguished from Russian non-military privileges in Manchuria 
which were assured by the August treaty. At the same time he sensibly warned his 
people that China’s future well-being is linked with an abiding Sino-Russian friend- 
ship such as was outlined in that treaty. It cannot be pretended that those relations 
have been bettered either by the reported arrival of more Russian troops or by Russian 
removal of heavy machinery from industrial plants in those Manchurian communities 
where the Russians were deployed. The installations were originally Japanese, and 
in this fact some of the Russians found justification for stripping them of machinery 
which is undoubtedly needed in Russia, on the same basis that German machinery 
was bodily lifted from Germany and Germany-occupied Europe. In fact the Russian: 
commander in Mukden was quoted in a dispatch as saying that authorization for, 
precisely that behavior was granted at one of the Big Three conferences: this our 
State Department denies. Great patience must be exercised in Manchurian affairs, as 
elsewhere—patience combined with firmness in expression of our views in behalf of 
ourselves and of those policies to which we are historically committed. Here again we 
may find General Marshall's services of great value... Further south the week brought 
more unpleasant tidings for the Netherlands colonial government. If recent Indonesian 





alarms are abated while negotiations proceed for the degree of freedom to be granted 
in Java and Sumatra, disorder now is threatened in Celebes, which had been quiet. 
Likewise France finds no comfort in continued stirrings in Indo-China. On a much, 
larger scale Indian uprisings (called “strikes” by the natives) were renewed, with 
fatal rioting in Bombay this time, and actual mutiny by crews of the Royal Indian 
Navy’s ships in that harbor and at Karachi, along with a less alarming “sympathetic 
strike” in distant Madras. Order was restored, prosecution of ringleaders but no mass 
punishment pledged by General Auchinleck, and immediate prospects improved wlien 
Nehru himself ‘lent his large influence to the termination of trouble. Yet only the 
most optimistic of observers can feel that with mass starvation imminent, this out- 
burst is merely sporadic, or that with suppression of the riots in Cairo, following 
Egyptian demonstrations against British military, the causes of Egyptian dissatis- 
faction are removed. ... How widely in the East will spread this contagion of rebel- 
lion, in greater or less degree, few dare to prophesy. One cannot ignore the fact that 
we still have large concern with the Philippines, or avoid the painful admission that, 
admirable as have been our labors, and appreciative and friendly as have been the 
Filipinos as a whole, we have not fully met our responsibilities of late. Reference is 
to delay in the House Committee on Insular Affairs in considering the Philippines 
Rehabilitation (Tydings) Bill which was passed unanimously by the Senate on 5 Dec. 
The aim was to provide financial relief for a war-flattened people, plus aid in re 
building roads and bridges and water transport so gravely needed for the movement 
of produce to market, plus quick training of engineers and technicians for the revival 
of industry. With work restored and crops moving, some of the Philippines’ troubles 
will be on the way to mending, and it is unfortunate that what we can do we delay do- 
ing. At pfesent independence is still scheduled for 4 July next. We have done a great 
deal to prepare the Filipinos for self-government, and we have profited largely in the 
world’s esteem, and the East’s, and our own. It is an unhappy thing that any part 
of that esteem must be forfeited at this late day, at the very time when we most need 
it, and when the Islands most need our encouragement. The new government will 
have troubles enough at best, and there are uneasy observers who fear real trouble 
in those northern provinces of Luzon where there long has been activity in seeking 
(quite unsuccessfully) a betterment of the old Spanish land-tenure system. This is 
economic at base, but economic difficulties have a way of asserting themselves political- 
ly, and sometimes unpleasantly. . . . On our own side of the ocean, but beyond the 
Equator, the Argentine Republic has had its election day, but the votes are not yet 
fully counted, the Argentine and numerous other lands being more leisurely in these 
matters than our own. It is worth noting that something over 3,000,000 voters are 
reported to have reached the polls, out of 3,500,000 eligibles; in contrast with the 
small percentage of Americans who exercise their privilege on election day, this is 
most surprising—until one notes, also, that voting is compulsory in the Argentine. 


> MARTIAL LAW IN HAWAII. In view of the Supreme Court decision this 
week weakening the war-time military controls over the Territory of Hawaii serious 
study should be given toward making these islands completely a military reservation 
so that in future wars there may be no question as to the military jurisdiction in this 
great bastion of defense. Certainly the decision should put at rest the agitation for 
the granting of statehood to the Territory, for it is apparent such a condition would 
more seriously hamper the operation of the Armed Forces there in time of war. 
Hawaii's great value is as a strong naval and air base from which the defense of our 
continental shores may be projected far into the Pacific. If that value is to be lessened 
by limiting military control over the Territory in time of war and imminent invasion, 
then it is obvious that steps should be taken to correct the situation. 

Had these cases reached the high Court during the part of the war when we were 
still engaged in Armed conflict, the decision most probably would have been different. 
Mr. Justice Burton, in his minority decision in which Mr. Justice Frankfurter con- 
curred, stated succinctly : “One way to test the soundness of a decision today that the 
trial of petitioner White on 25 August, 1942, before a provost court on a charge of 
embezzlement and the trial of petitioner Duncan on 2 March 1944, before a similar 
court on a charge of maliciously assaulting marine sentries were unconstitutional 
procedures, is to ask ourselves whether or not on those dates, with the war against 
Japan in full swing, this Court would have, or should have, granted a writ of habeas 
corpus, an injunction or a writ of publication to release the petitioners or otherwise 
to oust the provost courts of their claimed jurisdiction. Such a test emphasizes the 
issue. I believe that this Court would not have been justified in granting the relief 
suggested at such times.” 

Mr. Justice Burton quoted from General Marshall’s report showing the danger 
of the war situation and stated: “If the Territory of Hawaii, on that date and during 
the immediately succeeding period, is recognized as the battlefield it was, then under 
such circumstances of invasion and threat of immediate further invasion, the actions 
taken by the Governor of Hawaii and by the Commanding General of the Hawaiian 
Department, supported by the President of the United States, in suspending the writ 
of habeas corpus, declaring martial law and vesting in such Commandjng General for 
those first several days the powers normally exercised by the Governor and by the 
judicial officers and employees of the Territory (at least to the extent that would be 
involved in the present cases if they had arisen at that time), were within the executive 
discretion of the officials who authorized the action. The actual presence of battle in 
a community creates a substantially different condition from that which exists in other 
parts of a nation at war.” 


> NAVY PERSONNEL. Commo. J. Frederick Hellweg, USN-Ret., has been re- 
lieved as Superintendent of the United States Naval Observatory, following 16 years 
of service in that position. Commodore Hellweg will be succeeded by Capt. Ralph 
S. Wentworth, USN, who recently.completed duty as assistant to the Inspector 
General, U. 8S. Navy. 

During his command at the Observatory, Commodore Hellweg made numerous 
improvements in the methods of time determination and dissemination, and the 
Nautical and Air Almanacs and other navigational aids. 

Captain Wentworth during the war served as Commandant of the Naval Operat- 
ing Base, Iceland, and as Chief of Staff to the Commander, United States Naval] 
Forces, Europe. 

Other changes in Navy personnel announced this week include the transfer 
of Vice Admiral Arthur S. Carpender to the Office of the Secretary of the Navy, to 
operate out of Washington, D. ©. Vice Admiral Alan G. Kirk has been relieved 
of all active duty and ordered to proceed home.

Cacapon and Capt. Justin S, Fitzgerald has been named commanding officer of the 
USS Rawlings.

Almost all 
of the 2,000 students now enrolled in the Central Signal Corps School will complete 
their training at Camp Crowder but a small selected group will be transferred to 
Fort Monmouth to help reactivate the school there. 

Chemical Warfare Service—“Goop,” a type of wartime incendiary bomb filler, 
is being tried out for forest fire control by the United States Forest Service with 
the cooperation of the Chemical Warfare Service. As a result of promising results 
obtained with this fire mixture in test burning of logging slash in the Douglas fir 
forests of the Pacific Northwest, the Forest Service has been furnished about eight 
carloads of “Goop” for further trial. 

The end of the war found the Chemical Warfare Service with some 50,000,000 
pounds of this mix on hand. “Goop” has no known commercial use or value, and 
storage is expensive. Destroying it would cost about $200,000. It would probably 
have to be dumped at sea, since burning would require expensive furnaces and, besides, 
the fumes would have a detrimental effect on adjacent agriculture. 

Another CWS incendiary item which suggests a rapid, convenient and effective 
method of back-firing in forest areas sufficiently accessible for the required equip- 
ment is “Napalm.” The latter was employed in military flamethrowers as well as 
in aerial incendiary bombs. It is gasoline thickened with a special compound. “Na- 
palm,” unlike “Goop,” would require use of the flamethrower for application and 
is shorter burning. However, “Napalm” has a market value since its composition is 
useful to soapmakers.

might have been located within 24 hours of 
the time of the sinking of the ship and many 
additional lives might have been saved. 

“In passing judgment on this intelligence 
matter, certain salient features connected 
with this phase of the work of intelligence 
personnel should be borne in mind. The per- 
son who wag directly responsible for the col- 
lection, evaluation, and dissemination of in- 
telligence, particularly that of high classi- 
fication, was the Combat Intelligence Officer 
who was charged with the general supervision 
of the work of the Combat Intelligence Sec- 
tion. Evaluating intelligence is not an exact 
science. It is at best an estimate; frequently 
it is only an intelligent assumption. In the 
prosecution of the Naval phase of the war in 
the Western Pacific, the work of this Section 
has been outstanding, Information developed 
by this Section made possible the successful 
execution of several operations which were 
of such significance and importance at the 
time as to have changed the entire course 
of the war against Japan. Regrettable though 
it was, failure to evaluate accurately a report 
made by a Japanese submarine did not neces- 
sarily have a bearing on the prosecution of 
the war as a whole and was actually of only 
local significance. 

Evaluating Enemy Claims 

“This failure in the evaluation of intel- 
ligence is attributable in part to the exag- 
gerated claims and false intelligence which 
had characterized so many Japanese reports. 
It is a matter of record that enemy reports 
of sinking of our combatant units were con- 
stantly being made, whereas in fact, the units 
against which these claims were made were 
then operating in an entirely different area. 
Many of our units were several times re- 
ported to have been sunk or damaged as a 
‘feeler’ on the part of the enemy. Constant 
investigation of such enemy claims and the 
generally resulting proof of their exaggera- 
tion or falsity had caused a low evaluation 
to be placed on the type of intelligence repre- 
sented by the report that a vessel.of unde- 
termined size and classification had been 
sunk in waters to the westward of Guam. 

“This intelligence was also in the hands 
of the Commander in Chief, United States 
Fleet in Washington at about the same time, 
and was passed by him to the Commander, 
Seventh Fleet in Manila. No impression was 
created in the Headquarters of Commander, 
Seventh Fleet that this intelligence involved 
the Indianapolis. 

“The Indianapolis was scheduled to have 
arrived at Leyte at 11:00 A. M., 31 July. It is 
probable that under normal conditions, no 
concern as to her non-arrival would have 
been felt until she was eight or nine hours 
overdue. Several additional hours would have 
elapsed incident to the despatch traffic neces- 
sary to check her movements so that, in all 
probability, search for her would normally 
not have commenced until she would have 
been approximately 24 hours overdue. That 
would have been some time in the forenoon 
of 1 August. The survivors of the Indianapolis 
were actually sighted at about 10:25 A. M., 
Leyte time on 2 August, by a plane on routine 
patrol. 

“A Commander in Chief, Pacific Fleet Ad- 
vance Headquarters despatch of 26 July, in 
which CTF 95 (Vice Adm. Jesse B. Oldendorf, 
USN) and CTG 95.7 (Rear Admiral Lynde D. 
McCormick, USN) were information addressees, 
containing the sailing orders of the India- 
napolis. It was ordered that the vessel upon 
its arrival in Leyte report by despatch to 
CTF 95 for duty and directed CTG 95.7 to 
arrange ten days’ training for the vessel in 
the Leyte area. Neither Commander, Seventh 
Fleet, Commander, Philippine Sea Frontier 
nor any shore based commands in the Philip- 
pines were included in -the addressees of this 
despatch. This despatch was received and 
understood by CTF 95 who was, at the time, 
at Okinawa. It was received in garbled form 
by CTG 95.7 who was in the Leyte area. CTF 
95 noted that the actual dates of departure 
from Guam and of the arrival of the vessel 
in Leyte were not given. CTF 95.7 did not 
decode this despatch since the garbled ad- 
dressee as receivéd did not include his com- 
mand. CTG 95.7 was at sea conducting train- 
ing exercises at the time the Indianapolis 
was scheduled to arrive in Leyte, 

Arrival Report 

“A- Port Director, Guam despatch of 28 
July included as an action addressee CTG 
95.7 and as an information addressee CTF 95. 
In this despatch the routing of the India- 
napolis was given, including the date of her 
departure from Guam and the date of her 
arrival in Leyte. This despatch was not re- 
ceived by CTF 95 who was, therefore, still 
uninformed of the date on which the India- 
napolis should have been expected to report 
to him by despatch. The Port Director, Taclo- 
ban, was an action addressee on this despatch. 

“The acting Port Director at Tacloban, 
Leyte, Lt. Comdr. Jules C. Sancho, USNR, 
was not aware that the Indianapolis had not 
arrived as was scheduled and that she should 
be considered as being overdue. It, however, 
was his duty in his capacity as Acting Port 
Director, to keep himself informed of such 
matters. 

“Lt. Stuart B. Gibson, USNR, the Opera- 





tions Officer under the Port Director, Taclo- 
ban, was the officer who was immediately 
concerned with the movements of the India- 
napolis. The non-arrival of that vessel on 
schedule was known at once to Lieutenant 
Gibson who not only failed to investigate the 
matter but made no immediate report of the 
fact to his superiors. 

“While not excusing the failure of Lieu- 
tenant Commander Sancho and Lieutenant 
Gibson to use the initiative and ordinary good 
judgment in this connection which would 
have been expected of naval officers, this der- 
eliction may be related to the difficulties 
of an organization which had been brought on 
by the exceedingly rapid expansion of the 
Navy to meet its war time requirements, 

“In view of the volume of shipping which 
was being handled by the Port of Tacloban, 
it would have been desirable that the im- 
portant assignments of Acting Port Direc- 
tor and of Operations Officer of the Port 
should have been given to more experienced 
officers. 

“In order to reduce the volume of radio 
traffic and increase security, the Commander 
in Chief, U. S. Pacific Fleet and Pacific Ocean 
Areas, in a directive dated 26 January 1945, 
and the Commander, Seventh Fleet, under 
whom the naval activities in the Philippines 
were operated and administered, in an iden- 
tical directive, made specific provision that 
the arrival of combatant vessels was not to 
be reported. In preparing this, as well as 
in the preparation of all directives issued by 
their headquarters, these two commanders 
were mindful of the fact that these instruc- 
tions would be given general dissemination 
and that officers who were relatively inexperi- 
enced in naval matters would be charged with 
their execution, For this reason, every at- 
tempt was made to insure that the wording 
was clear, concise, and that the meaning 
could not be misinterpreted. Although these 
directives were prepared with thought and 
care, that they were subject to misinterpre- 
tation is shown by the inference drawn by 
Lieutenant Gibson. It was not the intention 
to prohibit in these directives the reporting 
of the non-arrival of combatant ships. Non- 
arrivals were expected to be reported. How- 
ever, no mention of this was made in the let- 
ter and the inference was drawn by this offi- 
cer that since arrival reports were not to be 
made for combatant ships, by the same token 
neither were reports of non-arrivals to be 
made, This matter has since been clarified in 
terms which cannot be misinterpreted. 

Lack of Experience 

“Lieutenant Commander Sancho and Lieu- 
tenant Gibson were members of the Philip- 
pine Sea Frontier organization. Bearing in 
mind the lack of experience of these officers in 
naval matters, it was incumbent upon their 
superior officers to exercise closer personal 
supervision over the manner in which their 
duties were performed than was actually the 
case, At the time of the loss of the India- 
napolis, the Commander, Philippine Sea Fron- 
tier, Vice Admiral James L. Kauffman, USN, 
was absent from his command since 1 July 
1945, on temporary duty status in the United 
States; Commodore N. C. Gillette, USN, was 
in temporary command; and the Operations 
Officer of the Headquarters Staff, Captain A. 
M. Granum, USN, was intensively occupied 
in diversion of shipping in typhoon areas 
and operations. These facts do not, however, 
relieve these senior officers of their respon- 
sibility connected with the failure of their 
subordinates to take appropriate action to 
ascertain the whereabouts of the overdue 
Indianapolis. The junior officers who were 
directly concerned with this failure were mem- 
bers of the organization which was being 
administered by these senior officers. For this 
demonstrated weakness in the organization 
under their control, brought on largely 
through their failure to give closer personal 
attentio# to the work of these inexperienced 
juniors, Commodore Gillette and Captain 
Granum have been held responsible. 

“CTF 95, at Okinawa, took no action to 
check on the arrival in Leyte of the India- 
napolis. It was known to this officer that the 
Indianapolis was directed to report to him 
by despatch upon her arrival in Leyte but, 
for reasons before mentioned, he was not in- 
formed of her departure from Guam or of the 
date of her scheduled arrival in Leyte, and 
hence assumed that the ship was still at 
Guam or enroute. 

“Commander, Philippine Sea Frontier 
(Commo. N, C. Gillette, USN, Chief of Staff, 
Acting) was charged with the mission of safe- 
guarding and protecting shipping in the area 
under his cognizance. He maintained an Op- 
erations Board at his Headquarters at Tolosa, 
Leyte, on which was kept a running record of 
the scheduled and actual arriva] and depar- 
ture of vessels of all categories in the area 
under his cognizance. His Headquarters had 
been given intelligence of all submarine ac- 
tivity in the Philippine Sea and should have 
been aware that the Indianapolis was over- 
due in Leyte, but no investigation as to her 
whereabouts was instituted until after her 
survivors were sighted. 

“Commander, Marianas, in Guam, felt no 
particular concern connected with the arrival 
of the Indianapolis in Leyte. He assumed that 
the Indianapolis had reached her destination. 
No action was taken or required to be taken

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BADQUARTERS reports that ac- 

cording to a ruling by the chief Coun- 
sel an officer of the Coast Guard Reserve 
who becomes disabled is eligible for re- 
tirement for physical disability notwith- 
standing his previous employment status 
as a civilian in the government. Thus, a 
person holding a position in the Coast 
Guard, which position made him eligible 
to retirement under the Lighthouse Serv- 
ice Retirement Act of 20 June, 1918, and 
who enters the Coast Guard Reserve as a 
commissioned officer and is subsequently 
disabled, is entitled to retirement as an 
officer in the Reserve. 

The Department of State has advised 
the Commandant that examinations for 
the entrance of military personnel into 
the Foreign Service of the United States 
will be conducted on 30 Sept. and 1 Oct., 
1946. An all DCGO letter is being issued 
which outlines in detail the required qual- 
ifications and the procedure by which 
Coast Guard personnel may make appli- 
cation to participate in the examinations. 

The Chief of the Auxiliary Division is 
eurrently meeting with various Auxiliary 
officers in regard to future plans for the 
Auxiliary prior to a conference to be held 
at Headquarters. Meetings have already 
been held with Auxiliary officers in the 
8d ND and the Ist ND. 


On 9 February the 255-foot cutter Iro- 
quois was placed in commission at the 
plant of the Western Pipe and Steel Com- 
pany, San Pedro, Calif. The vessel imme- 
diately reported to the District Coast 
Guard Office, 11th ND, for temporary 
duty. It is understood that the vessel will 
eventually be stationed at Hawaii. 


The Navy Department has issued or- 
ders effective immediately that all inte- 
rior painting of ships must be reduced 
to a minimum consistent only with pres- 
ervation in order to conserve materials 
essential for national reconversion. Ef- 
forts must be made to use a minimum of 
white, light green and light gray fire-re- 
tardant paints and all painted surfaces 
should be scrubbed rather than painted 
wherever possible. 


Because of the pressure of other im- 
portant government work, the Govern- 
ment Printing Office has indicated that 
delivery*® of the 1946 Light Lists of the 
Atlantic and Gulf Coasts will not be made 
until 26 May. Headquarters, however, is 
making an effort to obtain earlier deliv- 
ery of this important publication. Deliv- 
ery dates for the Light Lists for the Mis- 
sissippi and Ohio Rivers and the Great 
Lakes Light List are 21 February and 21 
March, respectively.

AAF Educational Program

months. Approximately 200 students will 
be enrolled. Starting dates for the other 

courses have not yet been determined. 

The faculty of the Command and Staff 
course already is being assembled under 
the direction of General Barnes, and will 
be composed of the AAF’s foremost ex- 
perts in the fields of administration, per- 
sonnel, intelligence, public relations, re- 
search and development, logistics and 
services, tactics and strategy of employ- 
ment and other subjects. 

Methods of selecting students were out- 
lined at the conference as follows: The 
first phase, the primary phase for officers, 
will be accomplished some time between 
his first and fourth year of service in the 
AAF, and will be divided into two parts, 
one tactical, the other technical. On the 
tactical side, present plans call for an 
AAF Tactical School, and on the technical 
side for Technical and Service Courses, 
consisting of specialty courses and train- 
ing in selected civilian educational insti- 
tutions. The tactical school will be located 
in the Maxwell Field complex. In this 
phase, the technical courses will be 
handled by the Training Command. In 
both cases, these courses will last from 
three to six months and attendance will 
be considered compulsory in one or the 
other of the two fields, with the excep- 
tion of certain technical personnel. Some 
officers, of course, will attend both 
schools. 

The second phase, known as the basic 
phase, will be for officers between four 
and 12 years of service. It will be again 
divided between tactical and technical 
studies. In the tactical or operational 
field will be the Air Command and Staff 
College, comparable to Ft. Leavenworth, 
and in the technical field an Air Institute 
of Technology. A selected percentage of 
all air officers will attend one or the other 
of these courses of study. Primary qual- 
ifications for entrance into either of these 
schools will be graduation from the first 
phase and outstanding ability in the field 
to be followed. There will be certain of- 
ficers so well qualified that exchange of 
schools could be easily accomplished and 
integrated into his career; for example, 
an officer with outstanding ability and 
extensive education in the field of atomic 
energy, a technical field, might attend in 
addition the Command and Staff School. 
The AAF thus insures the greatest prac- 
tical application of his technical knowl- 
edge by educating the officer-scientist in 
command and staff functions and duties. 

The third phase, or the advanced phase, 
according to the plan, will be for officers 
between 10 and 16 years of service. For 
this group there will be a consolidation 
of the tactical and technical studies into 
thé one school, the Air War College. Only 
highly selected AAF officers will attend 
this school. Qualification will normally 
require the officer to be a graduate of the 
lower Phase school and will require that 
he be an outstanding officer. It will be 
some years before this system will allow 
entrance qualifications for the Air War 
College to be restricted entirely to gradu- 
ates of the lower phases. At present there 
are officers of the Air Forces who are 
very well qualified to attend who will 
not fail in the age and service bracket to 
finish the Air Command and General Staff 
course before attendance in the Air War 
College. 

Thus, the young air officer in his first 
16 years of service, if he is an outstand- 
ing officer, will be put through three 
phases of study. The Air Forces will still 
have 20 or more years of his career to 
be used in the service. 

Above the- advanced phase, certain 
graduates will go to joint colleges which 
are now being planned, and which it is 
hoped will include not only Ground, Na- 
val and Service Forces, but State De- 
partment as well. 

Recommendations of the conference 
will be forwarded to Headquarters, Army 
Air Forces, for approval.

by that headquarters until the survivors were 
sighted. 

“Aircraft patrols which daily covered a 
great part of the route followed by the 
Indianapolis, and which were sighted daily by 
the survivors, failed to sight the oil slick 
or the survivors for two days after the sink- 
ing. Discovery of the survivors by aircraft 
patrol was largely accidental. Investigation 
revealed that the planes were flying at alti- 
tudes which were considered the optimum 
for searching the area for enemy craft by 
search radar and visual lookout. Since, at this 
time and in this area, enemy craft were al- 
most certain to be submarines, this was, in 
effect, an anti-submarine patrol. Planes were 
generally flying too high to see the India- 
napolis’ survivors. 

Discovered by Lt. Gwinn 

“At 11:25 A. M., 2 August, while flying in 
his assigned sector on a routine search mis- 
sion, Lt. (jg) Wilbur C. Gwinn, USNR, flying 
a twin engine landplane, sighted an oil slick 
in position approximately 11-30 north, 133-30 
east, approximately 250 miles north of Peleliu. 
He immediately changed course to investigate 
and soon sighted a group of about 30 sur- 
vivors. Dropping a life raft and radio trans- 
mitter near the group Lieutenant (jg) Gwinn 
radioed a report that alerted all commands 
in the area having search and rescue forces 
under their control. All air and surface units 
capable of rescue operations were ordered to 
the scene. Upon receipt of the report, Lt. 
Comdr. George C. Atteberry, USNR, took off 
from his base at Peleliu and arrived on the 
scene at 2:15 P. M. Upon arrival, Lieutenant 
Commander Atteberry, assisted by a Navy 
patrol seaplane which had been enroute to 
the Philippines and had arrived in the area 
at 1:45 P. M, conducted a further search, 
both planes dropping life rafts and rescue 
equipment near survivors. 

“The first of the rescue forces hurrying to 
the scene to arrive was a Navy Catalina patrol 
seaplane. This plane landed in the water about 
5:05 P. M., to afford support to those not in 
life rafts. Coached by Lieutenant Command- 
er Atteberry, the Catalina seaplane picked up 
a total of 58 survivors. This plane was so 
badly damaged on landing and in rescue 
operations that it could not take off. How- 
ever, all the rescued were given elementary 
first aid and a few hours later transferred 
to a surface vessel. 

“Later in the afternoon, an Army rescue 
seaplane, a flight of seven additional large 
Nayy planes, and two Army heavy bombers 
arrived in the area, conducted intensive 
searches and dropped large quantities of life 
rafts and other rescue gear, to all personnel 
sighted. 

“During the night a majority of the avail- 
able surface craft, consisting of four destroy- 
ers, four destroyer escorts, three fast, light 
transports, plus numerous patrol craft, ar- 
rived. Thorough and methodical search and 
rescue operations were commenced. By night 
powerful searchlights, flares, and star shells 
Swept the area, and by day, planes coached 
surface ships to every object sighted. 

“Before the search was abandoned on 8th 
August, the area within a 100 mile radius of 
the center of the survivors group had been so 
thoroughly searched that there was no pos- 
sibility that a single individual remaining 
afioat had been missed. 

“The following disciplinary action has been 
taken in connection with the loss of the 
Indianapolis: 

“Capt. Charles B. McVay, III, USN, has 
been brought to trial by General Court Mar- 
tial. He was acquitted of failure to give time- 
ly orders to abandon ship. He was found 
guilty of negligence in not causing a zig-zag 
to be steered. He was sentenced to lose one 
hundred numbers in his temporary grade of 
Captain and also in his permanent grade of 
Commander. The Court and also the Com- 
mander in Chief, United States Fleet recom- 
mended clemency. The Secretary of the Navy 
has approved these recommendations, remit- 
ted the sentence, and restored Captain Mc- 
Vay to duty.

“We have searched the press and other 
publications diligently for acknowledgement 
by you, for your part in the mistake and in-

USS Indianapolis. To date we have seen noth- 
ing. 
“On behalf of the 1,023 bereaved families you 
owe to us,’ and yourself to make a Public 
Statement. 

“We hold the Navy responsible for the loss 
of our son, which they refuse, so far, to do. 
When do the Admiral and officers at Guam 
and Leyte go on trial, or is this being white- 
washed.

“My dear Mr. Connelly: 

“I share profoundly your sorrow that your 
son was lost with the USS Indianapolis, as 
you informed me in your letter of 6 February. 

“As Commander in Chief of the Pacific 
Fleet and the Pacific Ocean Areas, I carried 
the broad responsibility for all operations 
of the Pacific Fleet in the areas under my 
command, This included, of course, responsi- 
bility for both successes and failures. To the 
extent that a Commander in Chief should be 
held responsible for failures or errors of judg- 
ment on the part of subordinates, I must 
bear my share of responsibility for the loss 
of the Indianapolis. 

“There is no thought of exonerating any- 
one in the Navy who should be punished for 
his performance of duty in connection with 
the sinking of the Indianapolis and the at- 
tending loss of life. 

“I wish again to express my sympathy and 
to assure you that I am deeply sensible of 
your personal! loss, In view of the large num- 
ber of our citizens who have suffered deeply 
as a result of the sinking of the Indianapolis, 
I am authorizing the publication of your 
letter of 6 February and this reply.

Dependents to Europe 

Hq. USFET—Servicemen’s dependents 
arriving in the Buropean Theater to take 
up life in the communities to be set up 
should bring household utensils and ap 
pliances, tableware, glassware, crockery, 
hardware and electrical equipment as 
well as a year’s clothing supply, accord- 
ing to information from Headquarters, 
U. S. Forces, European Theater. 

The Army Exchange Service is plan- 
ning to set up a zonewide “department 
store” system to serve the soldiers and 
their dependents, but few items, other 
than the usual PX items and articles es- 
sential to family life, will be on hand in 
April or May when the first dependents 
are scheduled to arrive. The plan calls 
for one headquarters oflice, three regional 
offices, two bulk warehouses, eight dis- 
trbuting points and as many procure 
ment collection points as may be required 
by the development of the procurement 
plan. Eventually it is planned that each 
community will have a shopping center 
and, initially, ten of these centers will be 
set up on a “junior Department store” 
basis. 

The stocks that these PXs will have on 
hand when the first dependents arrive in 
the theater will be extremely limited, 
however. Due to the fact that the actual 
number of dependents coming into the 
theater, the categories of these depend- 
ents and the items that they will bring 
with them cannot be accurately deter- 
mined at this time, even an approximate 
list of the necessary stocks that the PXs 
should carry cannot be anticipated. Al- 
though items to stock the exchange have 
been ordered from firms in both the 
United States and continental Burope, 
their arrival in the PXs is entirely 
dependent upon the quantity and avail- 
ability in the world markets. 

Household appliances, clothing, in- 
fants’ feed, and nursing equipment are 
items the PX will have most difficulty 
providing. Articles of clothing such as 
those carried in style lines or those of un- 
usual and varied nature will not be 
carried by the PX initially. If it is pos- 
sible to procure them, housedresses and 
lingerie will be stocked and uniforms will 
be on hand when the first dependents ar- 
rive. Other articles of clothing will not 
be available in April and one year’s sup 
ply should be brought along to Burope.

Against Release of Fathers 
The Senate Military Committee voted 
this week against reporting S. J. Res. 
116, which called for the immediate dis- 

charge of all fathers from the Army. 
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Higher Grades for Recruits 
Grades commensurate with their train- 
ing and experience are now being offered 
men with prior military service in cer- 
tain specified categories, regardless of the 
length of time which has elapsed since 
their discharge, the War Department an- 
nounced 27 Feb. 

Such Army jobs and ratings will be 
available in some 400 classifications, of 
which 60 are listed below. These have 
been broken down among the three major 
forces, with 20 each listed by the Army 
Ground Forces, Army Air Forces, and 


Army Service Forces respectively. A 
complete list of these first 60 follows, 


with the Military Occupational Specialty 
number of each. Men who have been dis- 
charged will find their MOS number 
listed under item 21 on the reverse side 
of their honorable discharge certificate. 
Any honorably discharged veteran whose 
prior service was in one of the MOS num- 
bers appearing below will be eligible for 
enlistment in a grade commensurate with 
his skill, up to and including the grade 
which he held at the time of discharge, 
provided his discharge was effected on 
or after 12 May 1945. Those with less 
than six months service in their MOS 
number will be enlisted in the grade of 
Private. After 1 July 1946, these special- 
ists may be enlisted in the grades to 
which their MOS numbers entitle them 
provided their enlistment is accomplished 


within three months from the date of 
their discharge.

Army-Navy Boat Purchases 

A Joint Marine Procurement Board has 
been established to coordinate, between 
the Army Transportation Corps and the 
Navy Bureau of Ships, the procurement 
of small boats, marine engines and uac- 
cessories. 

The consolidation was made by direc- 
tion of the Secretary of the Navy and 
the Under Secretary of War. While Navy 
procurement of small craft during the war 
far exceeded Army purchases, it was 
pointed out that the Transportation Corps 
procured more than 15,000 small craft 
of all types. These included at one time 
as many as 155 different types, ranging 
from sea-sleds to 200 ft. tankers and inter- 
island vessels. 

Army Transportation Corps members 
of the Joint Marine Procurement Board 
are Maj. Gen. Edmond H. Leavey, the 
Chief of Transportation ; Col. John Noyes, 
Acting Director of Materiel and Supply; 
and Col. Wilbur S. Elliott, Chief of the 
Water Transport Service, Office of the 
Chief of Transportation. 

The Secretary of the Navy and the Un- 
der Secretary of War also directed the 
formation of three sub-committees to 
serve under the Joint Marine Procure- 
ment Board. 

They are the Design and Specification 
Sub-Committee, of which the Transporta- 
tion Corps members are: Lt. Col. A. L. 
Malone, Major Howard I. Chapelle and 
Mr. Hubert Kempel; the Programs and 
Procurement Sub-Committee, Army mem 
bers of which are Lt. Col. J. M. Clow, 
Lt. Col. G. F. Koehler and Capt. John 
McNeil; and the Repair Parts and Pack- 
aging Sub-Committee composed of Lt. Col.

“Iceberg” Carrier 

Construction of a gigantic aircraft car- 
rier made of reinforced ice for use in 
Arctic regions during the war was con- 
sidered and abandoned after Allied prog- 
ress eliminated the need, the combined 
Chiefs of Staff revealed 28 Feb. in a joint 
announcement released simultaneously in 
Washington, Ottawa and ndon. 

The proposed iceberg carrier was to 
be 2,000 feet long, 300 feet wide, 200 feet 
deep, weighing two million tens and cost- 
ing approximately 70 million dollars. Pro- 
pelled by a large number of independent 
electric engines attached as nacelles to 
the outer skin, the iceberg carrier would 
have attained a speed of a few knots. ‘ 

The proposed iceberg carrier, origi- 

nated by the British and labeled the “Hab- 

bakuk Project,” was considered soe im- 
portant it was the subject of detailed 
discussion at the Quebee Conference in 
1943, as an antidote to the German sub- 
marine warfare and an instrument to 
provide air cover for the future invasion 
of Europe. 

After much research, a block model of 
the iceberg carrier was constructed dur- 
ing the winter of 1948 at Patricia Lake, 
Jaspar, in Canada. The model was 60 
feet long, 30 feet wide and 20 feet deep, 
and weighed 1,000 tons. 

Shortly after construction of the model, 
the progress of the campaign against Ger- 
man submarines and the difficulties in- 
volved in building the iceberg carrier 
caused the project to be dropped in De 
cember, 1943.

A new type of retirement is provided 
in Section 6 of the bill which reads: 

“When any officer of the Regular Navy 
or the Regular Marine Corps or the Re- 
serve Components thereof has completed 
more than twenty years of active service 
in the Navy, Marine Corps, or Coast 
Guard, or the Reserve Components there- 
of, including active duty for training, at 
least ten years of which shall have been 
active commissioned service, he may at 
any time thereafter, upon his own appli- 
cation, in the discretion of the President, 
be placed upon the retired list on the first 
day of such month as the President may 
designate.” 

All provisions of the bill apply equally 
to personnel of the Coast Guard, the 
Secretary of the Treasury being given the 
Same authority as the Secretary of the 
Navy with respect to the Coast Guard

Dependents to Europe 

Following are the major parts of a 
Headquarters, U. 8S. Forces, European 
Theater directive entitled “Trangporta- 
tion to the Buropean Theater and Billet- 
ing Accommodations for Dependents of 
Military Personnel” : 

1. It is anticipated that the movement of 
dependents of military and civilian personnel 
to the European Theater will begin in April, 
1946. The transportation of dependents will be 
effected by the War Department only uporn 
the application of personnel requesting trans- 
portation for their dependents. 

2. The purpose of this circular is to pre- 
scribe application procedures to govern the 
transportation of dependents to Europe, and 
to inform military personnel concerning pol- 
icies which may affect their intent to apply. 
This circular applies to military personnel 
only. Separate instructions will be issued 
governing transportation of dependents of 
civilian personnel. 

a. Dependents of military personnel au- 
thorized transportation to this theater at 
government expense are those specified in 
paragraph 8, AR 55-120. Specifically, these de- 
pendents include: 

Wife. 

Unmarried children under twenty-one years 
of age (including step-children and adopted 
children who are in fact dependent). 

Father and Mother (provided he or she is 
in fact dependent for chief support). 

b. In computing cumulative overseas serv- 
ice, the same standards of service will be used 
as are used in computing overseas pay (AR 
35-1490, as amended). No credit will be taken 
for time actually spent within the Zone of 
Interior, regardless of whether or not the 
applicant remained assigned overseas. 

Applicant may indicate a specific date, or 
“not earlier than hg 

Dependents entitled to transportation at 
government expense are authorized weight al- 
lowances for baggage and household goods 
as prescribed in AR 55-160, as amended. Per- 
sonal baggage allowance is as stated in AR 
55-140. 

The applicant or his agent must make per- 
sonal arrangements for delivery of a per- 
sonally owned automobile to the port of em- 
barkation. Vehicles will be shipped without 
charge on government water transportation, 
provided space is available. 

Statutory authority exists for transporta- 
tion at government expense of dependents and 
household goods of an officer or enlisted men 
of the first three grades who had dependents 
at the time of permanent change of assign- 
ment from the Zone of Interior to an over- 
seas station, provided the individual was at 
that time an officer or enlisted man of the 
first three grades. Similar statutory authority 
exists for transportation at government ex- 
pense of household goods of an enlisted man 
of the fourth grade who was of that grade 
or higher at the time of permanent assign- 
ment to an overseas station, or who is at the 
time of the transportation of household goods 
of higher than the fourth grade and was of 
the fourth grade at time of permanent assign- 
ment overseas. 

The War Department has advised that it 
is proposing legislation to Congress to au- 
thorize transportation to overseas theaters 
for dependents and house-hold goods for per- 
sonnel of all grades without regard to status 
at time of permanent assignment overseas. 
Any Congressional action revising statutory 
authority will. be disseminated immediately 
to all military personnel. 

Dependents of military personnel will be 
transported without charge, except for sub- 
sistence, on government-controlled water 
transportation and on government-controlled 
rail or motor transportation in occupied ter- 





ritory. 

Priorities will be as already established 
with the highest possible priority going to 
men who are willing to remain two more 


years overseas after having served overseas 
throughout the war with no temporary duty 
in the United States. Until further notice, 
the cumulative overseas service will be com- 
puted to 1 April 1946, and with no credit for 
overseas service after that date. 

NOTE: USFET said that changes will be 
permitted in length of service commitments of 
personnel who wish to qualify themselves to 
make application. 

Assignment of transportation and billet 
accommodations will be covered by the 
priority system and will not be affected by 
date of receipt of application. However, re- 
ports covering transportation of dependents 
to arrive in April will be forwarded by com- 
munity commanders on 1 March 1946 and 
will necessarily be limited to applications re- 
ceived prior to that date. 

The original copies of all applications will 
be filed in a single file, applications being 
placed in order of priority. On 1 March 1946, 
applications will be forwarded for those de- 
pendents who can be received and billeted 
during April. Thereafter, on the 20th day of 
each month applications will be forwarded 
for those dependents who can be received and 
billeted in the community during the second 
succeeding month. For example, applications 
for the dependents who can be accommodated 
in May will be forwarded on 20 March. 

Applications will be accompanied by a con- 











solidated list. Original and one copy of this 
list will be forwarded with the original copy 
of the applications directly to this headquar- 
ters, Attention: AG Operations; one copy of 
the list will be forwarded to the major com- 
mand concerned. 

In making application selection, the priority 
system will be applied to all applications 
without regard to the grade of the applicant. 
However, each consolidated list forwarded 
by a community commander will contain en- 
listed application in number not less than the 
proportionate share of enlisted applications 
on file for any certain community. 

An adequate information service to acquaint 
personnel with the status of their applications 
will be available to all personnel. Informa- 
tion will include notification to the applicant, 
either directly or by posting on a readily 
available bulletin board, of at least the fol- 
Sowing info: mation: 

(1) That his application has been received. 


(2) When his application has been for- 
warded to Theater Headquarters. 
3) When his application has been for- 


warded by Theater Headquarters to the War 
Department. 

(4) Estimated 
pendents, 

This headquarters will furnish commanders 
lists of applications forwarded to the War 
Department, and of shipping lists with esti- 
mated date of arrival. 

If applications received exceed the trans- 
portation quota for the month, selection of 
applications to be forwarded to the War De- 
partment will be based solely on the priority 
system, except that enlisted applications for- 
warded to the War Department shall be not 
less than the proportionate share of enlisted 
applications received. Applications that are 
not forwarded for this reason will be retained 
and included on subsequent lists.

General Information 

Detailed arrangements for the shipment of 
dependents and household goods will be made 
by the War Department as priority lists are 
received from the theater. This headquarters 
will be notified of the arrival date of de- 
pendents and will, in turn, notify the com- 
mand responsible for receiving such de- 
pendents. 

Dependents traveling to communities with- 
in the occupied territory will be disembarked 
at the Port of Bremen, which will have facil- 
ities for their reception and staging. De- 
pendents traveling to destinations outside the 
occupied territory may be shipped to a more 
convenient port. 

Officers will not be entitled to any allow- 
ance for rental of quarters when the Army 


provides adequate quarters for dependents 
and their dependents are assigned to those 
quarters. Enlisted personnel of the first, 


second, and third grades, who are receiving 
a monetary allowance for quarters for de- 
pendents will forfeit this allowance when as- 
signed public cuarters for their dependents. 
The monthly pay of any enlisted man of the 
first, second, or third grades who is provided 
with public quarters for his dependents and 
any of whose dependents is receiving a fam- 
ily allowance, shall be reduced by, or charged 
with, 90 cents per day. The Army will pro- 
vide quarters for all dependents authorized in 
the American Zone of Occupation, and rental 
from private owners will not be permitted. 
In general, it will be necessary for military 
personnel located outside occupied territory 
to make their own arrangements for quarters 
for their dependents. 
Dependents will be extended the following 
privileges; 
(1) Commissary 
(2) Army Exchange Service 
(3) Medical care and hospitalization 
(4) Use of recreational facilities at theater 
leave centers in occupied territory. 


It is planned to expand services and facili- 
ties for dependents as conditions permit, and 
to establish an elementary school system for 
children at the earliest possible date. 

The War Department has not authorized 
the transportation of fiances to this ‘theater 
for the purpose of marriage to military per- 
sonnel, nor the entry of fiancees to occupied 
territories. Any instructions modifying this 
policy will be promulgated all military pere 
sonnel immediately upon receipt. 

The administrative procedure established 
for processing applications is designed to 
insure that no dependents arrive in a com- 
munity when there is no billet accommoda- 
tions for them, Although the community 
commander forwards, on 1 March 1946, ap- 
plications covering dependents who can be 
accommodated in the community in April, it 
is probable that many of these dependents 
will not actually arrive until May. 

The USFET directive includes 
forms which will be reproduced locally 
use of individual applicants.

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Enlistment Allowances 


A series of questions concerning the 
Enlistment Allowance Computation pur- 
suant to the Armed Forces Voluntary 
Recruitment Act of 1945 were answered 
by the Comptroller General this week as 
follows: 

Under the provisions of section 8 of the 
Armed Forces Voluntary Recruitment Act of 
1945, the enlistment allowance of persons who 
have been paid a previous enlistment allow- 
ance and who enlist or reenlist in the Reg- 
ular Navy on or after 1 Feb. 1945, is for 
computation on the basis of all continuous 
active Federal service performed since pay- 
ment of the last previous enlistment allow- 
ance otherwise was due and payable—not 
the date payment actually was effected; and 
the enlistment allowance of such persons who 
have not been paid‘a previous enlistment al- 
lowance is for computation on the basis of all 
such service performed immediately preced- 
ing such enlistment or reenlistment. 

No part of the 90-day grace period granted 
by section 8 of the Armed Forces Voluntary 
Recruitment Act of 1945, during which an en- 
listed man may reenlist and be paid the au- 
thorized enlistment allowance, is authorized 
to be counted as a period of “continuous ac- 
tive Federal Service” in computing the en- 
listment allowance, notwithstanding that such 
period is not to be regarded as breaking the 
continuity of service so as to cut off credit for 
prior actual service. 

While the payment of enlistment allowances 
was suspended by various appropriation acts 
during the period 1 July 1983, to 30 June 1939, 
in computing the enlistment allowance, pur- 
suant to section 8 of the Armed Forces Voli- 
untary Recruitment Act of 1945, of an en- 
listed man who reenlisted in the Regular Navy 
subsequent to 1 Feb. 1945, there may be in- 
cluded “all continuous active Federal serv- 
ice’ from the time his last enlistment allow- 
ance was payable (30 March 1931) to the date 
of such reenlistement, that is, service dur- 
ing said suspension period and service dur- 
ing an arbitrary extension of his enlistment 
pursuant to the act of 13 Dec. 1941, when 
the man was in a missing or prisoner of war 
status. 

A fractional part of a year’s service may 
not be included in the computation of en- 
listment allowance pursuant to section 8 of 
the Armed Forces Voluntary Recruitment Act 





of 1945. 
In computing the enlistment allowance, 
pursuant to section 8 of the Armed Forces 


Voluntary Recruitment Act of 1945, of an en- 
listed man upon his enlistment in the Regular 
Navy following a period of enlistment and 
one extension thereof in the Naval Reserve, 
there may be included all continuous active 
service in the Naval Reserve. 

Under section 8 of the Armed Forces Volun- 
tary Recruitment Act of 1945 authorizing “all 
continuous active Federal service in * * * the 
Navy, Marine Corps, or Coast Guard, or any 
reserve component thereof” to be credited as 
active enlisted service for enlistment allow- 
ance purposes upon enlistment or reenlist- 
ment in the Regular Navy on or after 1 Feb. 
15, a man who enlisted in the Regular 
Navy upon discharge from the Coast Guard 
prior to said act when no enlistment allow- 
ance was payable upon such enlistment on 
the basis of Coast Guard service and who re- 
enlisted in the Regular Navy subsequent to 
said date is entitled to an enlistment allow- 
ance computed on his Coast Guard and Reg- 
ular Navy service. ‘ 

Even though an enlistment allowance was 
not paid an enlisted man of the Regular 
Navy for a reenlistment on 1 March 1935, or 
for an extension thereof on 1 March 1939, due 
to suspension of such payments during the 
fiscal years 1933 through 1939, or for a reen- 
listment in 1942 while holding a temporary 
commission under the act of 24 July 1941, as 
amended, all such continuous active service, 
including temporary commissioned service, 
may be counted in computing enlistment al- 
lowance, pursuant to section 8 of the Armed 
Forces Voluntary Recruitment Act of 1045, 
upon his reenlistment in the Regular Navy on 
or after 1 Feb. 1945. 

Under section 8 of the Armed Forces Vol- 
untary Recruitment Act of 1045, it is immate- 
rial whether the prior “continuous active Fed- 
eral Service” for enlistment allowance pur- 
poses consists of active service in the Regular 
Navy, a reserve component, or a combina- 
tion thereof, so long as there have been no 
interruptions of more than 90 days between 
periods of such service, and, therefore, the fact 
that an enlisted man’s reenlistment in the 
Regular Navy on or after 1 Feb. 1945, was not 
accomplished until after 3 months from the 
date of his transfer to the Pleet Reserve would 
not affect his right to the enlistuicst allow- 
ance. 

The provisions of seetion 8 of the Armed 
Forces Voluntary Recruitment Act of 1945, 
approved 6 Oct, 1645, having been made retro- 
active in effect with respect to all enlistments 
or reenlistments in the Regular Navy on or 
after 1 Feb. 1945, the fact that an enlistment 
allowance for an enlistment entered into on 
or after that date may have been paid prior

The Case labor disputes bill which 
passed the House by a margin of over 100 
votes, was attacked this week as a meas- 
ure which would result in “industrial 
wurfare” and defended as a measure 
which will go far to aid in solving cur- 
rent labor-management troubles. Before 
the Senate Education and Labor Commit- 
tee, representatives of the United Mine 
Workers and the Foreman’s Association 
of America, AFL and independent unions 
respectively, called for defeat of the 
legislation. A spokesman of the Chamber 
of Commerce presented the other side 
of the story. 

By mid-week United Auto Workers re- 
ported that no progress had been made 
toward settlement of the General Motors 
strike. Negotiation will continue through- 
out the week. 

A threatened strike of New York City 
transit workers was averted 26 Feb., 
Mayor O’Dwyer announcing that the 
union had withdrawn its major demand 
—that it be recognized as exclusive bar- 
gaining agent for the transit workers. 
The Secretary of Labor conferred this 
week with the president of the National 
Federation of Telephone Workers but 
said that there was no change in the 
union’s plans for a nation-wide strike 7 
March. 

Federal Reserve Board Chairman 
Secles this week predicted that a ten per 
cent rise in living costs may be brought 
about by the new wage-price policy, but 
declared that it also may assist in balanc- 
ing the Federal budget next year. He 
urged the House Banking and Currency 
Committee to extend the price control 
act beyond its 30 June expiration date 
for a period as long as is necessary, as- 
serting that living costs may reach a 
peak 40 per cent above pre-war levels. 
Price controls he termed “virtually our 
last bulwark against increasing cost of 
living.” 

Asked by a Committee member for his 
estimate on the value of the dollar to- 
day as compared with the pre-war dol- 
lar, the FRB chairman said: 

“According to OPA figures, the dollar 
is about 30 per cent inflated. This is as 
good a job as any country has done to 
control inflation.

Merchant Marine 

At the request of the Office of Merchant 
Marine Safety of the Coast Guard the 
Merchant Marine Technical Division has 
reviewed all Liberty ships converted to 
earry troops in preparation for a _ pro- 
posal to withdraw certificates on Liberty 
Ships carrying passengers which have not 
been fitted with crack arrestors on deck. 

The shipbuilding wage stabilization 
conference has approved a wage increase 
of 18 cents an hour for the nation’s ship- 
building workers. There are an estimated 
209,000 workers in Navy shipyards and 
450,000 in civilian yards. The conference 
announced that government and labor 
representatives had approved the wage 
increases, but that management has op 
posed it. The wage proposal will be sub- 
mitted to the National Wage Stabiliza- 
tion Board for approval. 

The Air Cargo Transport Corporation 
announced this week it had cut its mini- 
mum rate for air cargo to 20 cents a ton- 
mi'e, from 30 cents, and that it had lumped 
all classifications into four size-of-ship- 
ment categories for the smallest of which, 
1,000 pounds, it would charge only 25 
cents a ton-mile. 

The Pan American World Airways has 
postponed for an indefinite period its 
scheduled daily service from New York 
City to France. The reason given was 
“absence of necessary approval from the 
French government.” ‘This action fol- 
lowed recent announcement by the French 
government that it would block the pro- 
jected service because of the airline’s 
proposed $295 one-way fare which is $80 
less than the rate currently in effect be- 
tween New York City and London. 

The World Trade Committee of the Los 
Angees Chamber of Commerce has in- 
dorsed a plan for an international center 
to be located there. The committee has 
been urged to continue study of the proj 
ect and bring it to a successful conclu- 
sion.

Retirement After Twenty Years 

Legislation which would provide im- 
proved 20-year retirement conditions for 
those commissioned officers who are for- 
mer enlisted men of the armed services 
was introduced this week by Representa- 
tive Aime J. Forand, (D., R. 1.). 

The measure provides for the retire- 
ment of certain commissioned officers, 
commissioned warrant officers, chief war- 
rant officers, warrant officers and enlisted 
men of the Army, Navy, Marine Corps and 
Coast Guard, whose service, as enlisted 
men and as commissioned officers com- 
bined, exceeds 20 years in the Regular 
services. 

Representative Forand told the Con- 
gress that many of the World War II 
men would remain in the service if they 
could retain their positions in the higher 
non-commissioned and warrant officer 
grades, but if the Regular servicemen are 
demoted from their temporary war rank 
and thus create a surplus of those rat- 
ings, the younger men will leave the serv- 
ice rather than take demotions. 

The Rhode Jsland legislator said that 
under his bill after 20 years of service, 
computed on the basis of service as en- 
listed men and officers combined, person 
nel would be permitted to leave the serv- 
ice on retirement pay of 2 per cent of ac 
tive duty, annual pay at the time of re- 
tirement, multiplied by a number equal 
to the years of active service not in eXx- 
cess of 30 years. 

Representative Forand in further jus- 
tification of the measure said that the ma- 
jority of those who could, or would, re- 
tire would be 45 or 55 years of age.

In 
preparation for such a step he had written 
to both Secretary Patterson and Secretary 
Forrestal asking that they furnish him 
with information as to the numbers of 
oflicers above the grades of major and lieu- 
tenant commander who draw flying pay 
and the amounts they receive and to sup- 
ply figures as to the saving which would 
be effected by restricting their pay. 

Action of the Pay Board and the Secre- 
taries in urging retention of the present 
system of flight pay was largely the result 
of studies m:de by a Flying Pay Board 
eonvened by Army Air Forces Head- 
quarters. That board not only urged re- 
tention of full flight pay to all oflicers but 
also recommended the $10,000 gratuity 
to other officers lost in flying accidents, 
which recommendation was accepted by 
the Secretaries, and also urged that the 
system of compensating fliers in the Re- 
serve Corps and National Guard be made 
uniform. These studies are reported in 
the AAF document reproduced further on 
in this article. 

The Navy Department this week also 
reported to the House Naval Committee 
that it is opposed to HR 4501, a bill which 
would provide 50 per cent additional pay 
for personnel of the Navy and Army who 
participate in mine removal activities. 
The Department stated that it “has been 
advised by the Bureau of the Budget that 
the enactment of this bill would not be 
in accord with the program of the Presi- 
dent.” 

After the Speaker of the House had re- 
ferred the measure to the House Military 
Committee, Representative Carl Vinson 
of Georgia, chairman of the Naval Affairs 
Committee, made a move to take the mat- 
ter from the Military Committee and turn 
it over to a specially created group. In 
House Concurrent Resolution 130, which 
Mr. Vinson introduced, he specifies : 

“That a special committee composed of five 
members of the Senate be appointed by the 
President of the Senate and five members of 
the House of Representatives to be appointed 
by the Speaker of the House of Representa- 
tives shall consider the joint recommenda- 
tions of the Secretary of War and the Sccre- 
tary of the Navy made pursuant to Public 
Law 301, 79th Congress, and matters related 
thereto and shall report to the Senate and to 
the House of Represenetatives in the premises 
with recommendations of legislation if any to 
be enacted.” , 

Mr. Vinson said that he hoped by this 
step to take the matter out of the hands 
of the “professional” committee who 
might well be considered to be in favor 
of the measure and put it in the hands of 
an independent group whose endorsement, 
if they should decide to support it, might 
carry more weight. Apparently for the 
same reason, he did not suggest that it be 
turned over to the Navy Committee. Such 
joint measures usually are referred to the 
Military Committee because the latter is 
considered the senior committee. 


Text of Letter 

The full text of the letter, signed jointly 
by Secretaries Patterson and Forrestal, 
which was sent to the President of the 
Senate and the Speaker of the House, 
follows : 

“In response to directive of the Congress 
which was included in the First Supplemental 
Surplus Appropriation Recission Act of 1946 
directing the Secretary of War and the Secre- 
tary of the Navy to submit to Congress on or 
before 3 January, 1946 (subsequently changed 
to 28 February, 1946), a joint recommenda- 
tion ‘for revision of the Pay Readjustment 
Act of 1942, as amended, including but not 
restricted to recommendations with respect 
to increases authorized for flying pay, para- 
chute pay, glider pay, submarine pay, and 
Similar special pay and allowances,’ the Sec- 
retary of War and the Secretary of the Navy 
herewith transmit to you their recommenda- 
tions. 

“The Secretary of War and the Secretary 
of the Navy recommend that the pay and 





the money allowances for subsistence and for 
rental of quarters of all persons in all the 
services mentioned in the title of the men- 
tioned act be increased in the amount of 20 
per cent. Analytical economic studies con- 
ducted at the direction of the Secretary of 
War and the Secretary of the Navy were 
made in order to fr: \litate the making of 
proper recommendations relative to this mat- 
ter. Based upon this study, there is inclosed 
a draft of bill which the Secretary of War 
and the Secretary of the Navy recommend 
be enacted into law for the purpose of imple- 
menting the foregoing. 

“After long and careful consideration, the 
Secretary of War and the Secretary of the 
Navy recommend that no changes be made 
with respect to increases in pay authorized 
for flying pay, parachute pay, glider pay, and 
submarine pay (or similar special pay and 
allowances). However, in recognition of the 
fact that all personnel of the services are 
now required to fly in connection with their 
official duties, a further recommendation is 
made that any personnel not in flying status 
who dies as a result of an aircraft accident 
which occurs at a time when such person is 
under orders or authorization of competent 
authority to engage in flights in military or 
naval aircraft that there shall be paid on 
account of such death a gratuity in the 
amount of $10,000. 

“The Secretary of War, the Secretary of 
the Navy, and officers of all of the services 
will be available to testify fully explaining 
the basis of the foregoing recommendations. 

“The Secretary of War and the Secretary 
of the Navy consider it appropriate to note 
that the heads of the Marine Corps, the 
Coast Guard, the Public Health Service, 
and the Coast and Geodetic Survey unani- 
mously concur in the foregoing recom- 
mendations, 

“Cost of proposed legislation is estimated 
to be $28,185,098 per 100,000 personnel per 
year.

Text of Bill 

Following is the full text of the pro- 
posed draft of a bill as submitted to Con- 
gress by the War and Navy Secretaries: 
“A bill to amend the Pay Readjustment Act 

of 1942, as amended, and for other purposes 

“Be it enacted, etc., That the Pay Read- 
justment Act of 1942, as amended, is hereby 
further amended— 

“(a) By inserting in lieu of each amount 
of pay specified in the second paragraph of 
section 1, in the first paragraph of section 
7, in the second and third paragraphs of 
section 8, in the first paragraph of section 
9, and in section 17, an amount 20 per cent 
in excess of the amount now so specified; 

“(b) By increasing by 20 per cent the value 
of one subsistence allowance specified in sec- 
tion 5; 

“(c) By increasing by 20 per cent each 
amount of money allowance for rental of 
quarters specified in the second and third 
paragraphs of section 6; and 

“(d) By repealing the final paragraph of 
section 8. 

“Sec. 2. The increases in pay and allow- 
ances specified by section 1 of this act shall 
be applicable to all persons whose pay and/or 
allowances are governed by, or by reference 
to, those sections of the Pay Readjustment 
Act of 1942, as amended, which are specified 
by section 1 of this act. 

“Sec. 3. The provisions of section 1 and 
section 2 of this act shall become effective 
on the first day of second calendar month 
following its enactment, and no increase in 
pay or allowances for any period prior 
thereto shall accrue by reason of the en- 
actment of this act. 

“Sec, 4. Whenever any member of the Army 
of the United States, Navy, Marine Corps, 
Coast Guard, or any component of such serv- 
ices, or any commissioned officer of the Coast 
and Geodetic Survey or Public Health Serv- 
ice, whether or not on active duty, who is 
not entitled to receive increased pay as pro-

Active service as an appointed Naval avia- 
tion cadet may be regarded as “active Fed- 
eral service” in the Navy for the purpose of 
computing an enlistment allowance, pursuant 
to section 8 of the Armed Forces Voluntary 
Recruitment Act of 1945, upon enlistment in 
the Regular Navy subsequent to 1 Feb. 1945, 
irrespective of whether such service be con- 
sidered as having more the attributes of com- 
missioned or enlisted service.

vided in section 18 of the Pay Readjustment 
Act of 1942 (56 Stat. 368), as amended, dies 
as a result of an aircraft accident which oc- 
curs at a time when such person is under 
orders or authorization of competent author- 
ity to engage in aerial flight, and when such 
person is acting pursuant to, in furtherance 
of, or in connection with, such orders or 
authorization, there shall be paid on account 
of such death of each such person a gratuity 
in the amount of $10,000, which shall be in 
addition to all other sums of money, the pay- 
ment of which is authorized by law: Pro- 
vided, however, That said gratuity shall also 
be paid on account of such death of any such 
person who has been placed in an active duty 
status or a training duty status for a period 
of less than 30 days whether or not such per- 
son is entitled to receive increased pay as 
provided in section 18 of the Pay Readjust- 
ment Act of 1942 (56 Stat. 368), as amended: 
And provided further, That no gratuity shali 
be paid in any case where the decedent’s 
death results from the decedent’s own mis- 
conduct: And provided further, That an air- 
eraft accident shall be construed to mean an 
accident in which any such person, whether 
or not on active duty, dies, or is killed, while 
an occupant of a military or naval! aircraft, 
or as the result of jumping from, being 
thrown from, or being struck by, military or 
naval aircraft or any part or auxiliary there- 
of, or as the result of disease, injury, ex- 
posure, starvation, thirst, or drowning, re- 
sulting from the abandonment of military 
or naval aircraft, or in which appropriate 
medical authority of the mentioned services 
- attests that death resulted from participation 
in duly ordered or authorized aerial flight. 
Such gratuity shall be paid as follows: (a) 
in the case of the death of a member of the 
Army of the United States or of a commis- 
sioned officer of the Public Health Service, 
to the person or persons to whom the death 
gratuity is payable under the provisions of 
the Act of 17 December, 1919 (41 Stat. 367), 
as amended; (b) in the case of the death of 
a member of the Navy, Marine Corps, Coast 
Guard, or of a commissioned officer of the 
Coast and Geodetic Survey, to the person or 
persons to whom the death gratuity is pay- 
able under the provisions of the Act of 4 
June, 1920 (41 Stat. 824), as amended; (c) in 
the case of the death of a member of any 
component of the services mentioned in (a) 
above, on account of whose death a death 
gratuity is not payable under existing law, 
to the classes of persons, including depend- 
ent relatives, specified to be recipients of the 
death gratuity by the Act of 17 December, 
1919 (41 Stat. 367), as amended, and in the 
manner and order therein provided, without 
regard, however, to the designation of a de- 
pendent relative; and (d) in the case of the 
death of a member of any component of the 
services mentioned in (b), above, on account 
of whose death a death gratuity is not pay- 
able under existing law, to the classes of per- 
sons, including dependent relatives, specified 
to be recipients of the death gratuity by the 
Act of 4 June, 1920 (41 Stat. 824), as amended, 
and in the manner and order therein pro- 
vided, without regard, however to the desig- 
nation of a dependent relative. The gratuity 
herein provided shall be paid from funds ap- 
propriated for the payment of pay, wages 
and/or salaries by the department, service or 
agency having jurisdiction over the deceased 
person, The provisions of this section shall 
be administered by the head of the depart- 
ment, service or agency concerned under 
such regulations as the President shall pre- 
scribe. The term ‘military or naval air- 
craft’ as herein used shall be deemed to in- 
clude, without being limited to, National 
Guard aircraft and aircraft duly authorized 
for use by personnel of the Army of the 
United States, Navy, Marine Corps, Coast 
Guard, Coast and Geodetic Survey, and Pub- 
lic Health Service, or any component of those 
services, but shall not be deemed to include 
commercially operated aircraft.” 





Joint Statement 

The following “Joint Army-Navy Re- 
lease” was issued from the Departments: 

“Secretary of War Patterson and Secretary 
of the Navy Forrestal today submitted to 
the Congress recommendations for a flat 20 
per cent increase in the pay and allowance 
of officers and men of all the services. The 
purpose is to bring current pay schedules 
more in line with the increased living costs 
and also to provide additional incentive to 
recruiting. The security of the nation, in this 
period of transition from war to peace, will 
require the enlistment of the maximum num- 
ber of volunteers for the armed forces. 


“In their personal indorsements of the re- 
port made by the Interdepartmental Pay 
Committee, Secretaries Patterson and For- 
restal pointed out that the armed forces 
must compete with private business and in- 
dustry in recruiting men capable of becom- 
ing technicians competent to handle the com- 
plicated mechanical equipment of the postwar 
services. They feel the pay increase will aid 
recruiting by offering the incentive of pay 





levels more nearly approaching industrial 
standards, but do not believe it will provide 
all the answers to the problem of enlisting 
sufficient men to make secure the national 
defense. Whatever additional] enlistments are 
produced by this raise in pay will make pos- 
sible earlier discharge of a corresponding 
number of fathers and men with long service. 

“No increases were recommended in flying 
Pay, parachute and glider pay, submarine 
pay and other special pay and allowances. 
Study of these types of service indicates, how- 
ever, that an inequity existed where members 
of the services who are not on flight pay 
or similar status were frequently required 
to participate in aerial flights without com- 
pensation for the additional risk. It is pro- 
posed to correct this by including in the 
measure provision for a gratuity of $10,000 
for loss of life by service personne! in air- 
plane accidents during authorized aerial 
flights. . 

“The 20 per cent increase recommendation 
was described by the committee as a ‘vital 
necessity’ particularly for enlisted person- 
nel if the services are to attract the caliber 
of recruits they require. 

“*It would appear,’ the report continues, 
‘that there is an overwhelming need for the 
recommended increase for officers based sole- 
ly upon increased cost of living and lag in 
wage increases.’ 

“The recommendations were drawn up and 
approved unanimously by the Interdepart- 
mental Pay Committee, comprising represen- 
tatives of the War Department, Navy Depart- 
ment, Marine Corps, Coast Guard, Public 
Health Service and the Coast and Geodetic 
Survey. Submission of the proposals to the 
Congress was directed in the first Supple- 
mental Surplus Appropriations Rescission 
Bill of 1946. When adopted, they would re- 
vise the Pay Adjustment Act of 1942, as 
amended. 

“Lt. Gen. Wade H. Haislip, the War De- 
partment representative, is the presiding offi- 
cer of the committee. Rear Adm. Robert B. 
Carney, USN, is the Navy Department repre- 
sentative and is head of the subcommittee 
which includes representatives of the Navy, 
Marine Corps and Coast Guard. The mem- 
bership of the board includes representatives 
of all the services concerned, including the 
Army Air Forces, Naval Aviation and Ma- 
rine Corps Aviation.” 

Aside from the short quotations in the 
above press release, the Departments de- 
clined to make public the report of the 
Pay Board upon which the recommenda- 
tions are based. 

Sec. Patterson’s Statement 

The following press release was issued 
from the War Department Bureau of 
Public Relations: 

“Supplementing the joint statement issued 
by the Secretaries of War and Navy recom- 
mending to the Congress pay increases for 
the service, Secretary of War Robert P. Pat- 
terson, issued the following statement: 

“The Army needs more volunteers. For 
the occupation of Germany and Japan and 
for the necessary supporting forces we will 
need for the next few years an Army in ex- 
cess of one million men, As of 1 February we 
had 500,000 volunteers in the Regular Army, 
but 200,000 of these men are on short-term 
enlistments (12 months or 18 months) and 
must soon be replaced unless they reenlist. 

“It is also to be borne in mind that the 
Selective Service Act has thus far had a 
marked effect in stimulating recruiting for 
the Regular Army. That Act will expire in 
May, unless Congress extends it. If it ex- 
pires, one of the present incentives to recruit- 
ing for the Regular Army will disappear. 

“The War Department believes that the 
20 per cent pay increase for all Army per- 
sonnel wil] induce more men to volunteer. 
The increase should also apply to all men 
now in the armed forces. 

“The pay for privates has been increased 
from $21 a month in 1922 to $50 a month 
in 1942. The 20 per cent increase would bring 
the pay to $60 a month. At present pay scales 
the average for enlisted men of all grades, 
including allowances and cost of food, cloth- 
ing, medical care, etc., is $158 a month. This 
is far below the average wage paid in indus- 
try last year, before present wage increases 
in industry went into effect. Last year the 
average General Motors’ hourly rate worker 
earned $290 a month, and the average earn- 
ings of refinery workers in Standard Oil were 
$268 a month. If we are to get the necessary 
number of men and at the same time to at- 
tract to the military service the type of men 
we need to handle the complicated weapons 
now in use, we should bring the pay of en- 
listed men more nearly in line with the wages 
paid in private business and industry. 

“The pay of officers should also be raised 
by 20 per cent. Since 1908 their pay and allow- 
ances have been increased by only 26 per 
cent, while the cost of living since 1908 has 
gone up 108 per cent. Here is another com- 
parison; since 1922 the pay and allowances of 
Army officers have been increased by six per 
cent. In the same period the salaries of civil- 
ian employees of the government have in- 
creased an average of 33 per cent, and this 
does not take into account the present pro- 
posed increases for civilian employees. The 
pay of a second lieutenant is at present only 
$150 a month, and he must meet most of his 





living expenses out of this sum. 

“The recruiting of men for the Regular 
Army is vital to security of our country. The 
proposed increase in pay should help in get- 
ting the needed men.” 


Flying Pay Board 

The work of the Flying Pay Board 
and the history of the present situation 
as it pertains to flight pay is covered in 
an official Army Air Force document is- 
sued by AAF Headquarters on 25 Feb. 
Full text follows: 

“1, Since the termination of hostilities, there 
has arisen some agitation against flying pay. 
On 20 November 1945, the proposal was made 
of an amendment to the First Supplemental 
Surplus Appropriation Rescission Act, 1946, 
which would greatly reduce the flying pay of 
senior officers. After much discussion the 
Senate rejected this proposal. However, an 
amendment was included in the Bill which 
required the Secretary of War and the Secre- 
tary of the Navy to submit a joint recom- 
mendation for the revision of the Pay Re-ad- 
justment Act of 1942, with respect to flying 
pay and other additional pay for hazardous 
duty involving flying. The bill was vetoed 
because of provisions other than this aimend- 
ment, but it was re-introduced on 17 January 
1946, with the flying pay amendment still 
included. 

“2. For the purpose of making a study of 
the flying pay situation, the Commanding 
General, AAF, appointed a board of AAF offi- 
cers. The board has arrived at some facts 
and conclusions which it is believed will be 
of interest to AAF personnel on flying status. 
For the purpose of planning and setting up 
the study, the board enlisted the aid and 
advice of several eminent civilian actuaries. 
The conclusions reached by the board are set 
forth below, including where appropriate, a 
brief synopsis of the facts upon which these 
conclusions are based. 

“3. While commercial air transport fatal 
accident hazard has been steadily diminish- 
ing during the past twenty years, the mili- 
tary fatal accident hazard in annual rates of 
fatalities per 1,000 officers, has remained ap- 
proximately constant. (The large increase in 
the war years is a reflection of the great ex- 
pansion of strength and increase in activity 
per man of those years.)

“4. The indices of military flying accident 
hazard may be grouped as follows: 

“a. Physical disability incident to aircraft 
accidents. 

“b, Earlier retirement rate of Air Corps 
officers as compared with those of other arms. 
Air Corps officers retired for physical disa- 
bility averaged 41.6 years in age, while those 
of other arms averaged 50.7. 

“ce, Physical and mental strain and fatigue 
incident to military flying resulting in low- 
ered efficiency. 

“d. Actual loss of life of military flying per- 
sonnel. 

“5. It is impossible to place a pecuniary 
factual evaluation upon paragraph 4a, b, and 
ce, nor upon the actual loss of life involved in 
d; however, a study has been made which re- 
sulted in the determination that the AAF 
officer entering the service at the age of 22 
has a life expectancy of 12 years less than the 
ground officer entering the service at the same 
age. On a career basis, this results in the 
fact that, except for flying pay, the average 
AAF officer would receive during his lifetime 
a far less amount of total pay and allowances 
than the average ground officer. If it may 
be assumed that the average AAF officer is 
entitled to receive a total amount of pay 
equal at least to that of the average ground 
officer during his career, it is easy to compute 
the amount of additional compensation which 
the AFF officer must receive in his shorter 
eareer. This difference was computed and was 
found to be equal to 62.8% of the average 
AAP officer’s base and longevity pay. But it 
must be remembered that such additional 
pay would not compensate him for the in- 
tangibles listed under paragraph 4a, b, and c¢, 
nor for the actual loss of 12 years of his life. 
It would merely equalize the career pay. 

“6. The board took cognizance of the fact 
that the fatal accident hazard is much higher 
in the early years of the career of a flying offi- 
cer, where from a point of view of the fatal 
accident hazard alone, the officer is under- 
paid; whereas, the senior officer is corres- 
pondingly overpaid. The board carefully 
studied at least a dozen plans designed to re- 
distribute the total compensation more nearly 
in accordance with the fatal accident hazard. 
These various plans were rejected primarily 
for the following reasons: 

“a. Flying pay of senior officers can not 
be reduced without a concomitant increase 
in the flying pay of junior officers. Otherwise 
the aggregate amount received on a career 
basis would be reduced which would render 
it inadequate to its purpose. 

“bh, Increasing the pay of the junior officer 
would: 

“(1) Widen the existing discrepancy be- 
tween them and their nonflying contempora- 
ries, 





“(2) Increase the total cost to the Govern. 
ment. 

“(3) Put a premium on youth and inex- 
perience. 

“ce, Decreasing the flying pay of senior offi- 
cers would: 

“(1) Violate the principle of increased pay 
~ recognition of increased value to the sery- 

ce. 

(2) Discourage senior officers from flying. 

“(3) Fail to recognize the greater equity 
in retirement and greater responsibilities 
which they jeopardize. 

“(4) Shake the faith of all officers in the 
reward on which they counted when choosing 
a flying career and, thus, reduce the incen- 
tive to remain in the service. 

“d. Deviation from the present scale in- 
creases the difficulty and complexity of ad- 
ministration of flying pay. It is believed the 
present method of calculating flying pay is 
by far the simplest and, hence, the cheapest 
to administer, of any that have been devised. 

“7, The average pay of a commercial airlines 
pilot is higher than that of the corresponding 
military pilot: 

“a. Airlines pilot average pay is $8,000 per 
year. Military pilot average pay is $6,700 per 
year. 

“b. The oversea contract carriers during 
the war paid first pilots $13,000 per annum. 
Oversea carriers first pilots are now negotiat- 
ing for $18,000 per annum, 

“8. There are three classes of personnel 
who are not adequately protected in regard 
to the military flying hazard; namely, 

“a. Military personnel not on flying status 
who are ordered to make administrative flights 
for the convenience of the Government. 

“b. Reserve officers flying on inactive status 
in order to maintain air crew proficiency, for 
which they receive neither pay, flying pay, 
nor death gratuity; however, in the case of 
fatal accident their wives receive a widow's 
pension of 35% of the base pay and allowances 
the officer would have received had he been 
on a pay status, plus an additional 10% for 
each child. 

“ce. National Guard officers who fly inter- 
mittently in order to maintain air crew pro- 
ficiency. They receive pay and flying pay for 
the days on which they fly, but do not receive 
a death gratuity in case of fatal flying acci- 
dent. 

“The Board concluded that the Reserve and 
National Guard personnel mentioned in b and 
ec above, should both receive the same remu- 
neration. The board further recommends that 
a gratuity of $10,000 be paid in case of death 
or permanent disability in a flying accident, 
to such Reserve and National Guard personnel 
and to all military personnel of the War De- 
partment not on flying status who are en- 
gaged in a flight in military aircraft under 
competent orders. 

“9. A considerable amount of the opposition 
to flying pay is directed against that of senior 
officers and particularly general officers (ma- 
jor generals). It is considered essential for 
the continuance of an efficient air force that 
senior officers, and particularly general offi- 
cers, have a detailed knowledge of flying in 
all its ramifications. When flying personnel 
are ordered into the air it may be to their 
death. If this is to be minimized, the officers 
responsible for the order must have sufficient 
knowledge and understanding of conditions of 
flight, operation of equipment, etc., to evalu- 
ate the situation and act in the best interest 
of the service. Failure in this respect will in- 
evitably result in useless loss of life. It may 
be appropriate te mention here that our 
enemies, the Germans and Japanese, had no 
such policy. It is believed that the results 
speak for themselves. The senior officer who 
flies, regardless of what position he occupies 
in the crew, whether it is first pilot or com- 
mand pilot, undergoes the same fatal acci- 
dent hazard as the other members of the 
crew. When he flies, he not only risks his 
life, but he risks an equity in retired pay 
which he has built up over a period of many 
years which is extremely valuable to his 
family. This is indicated in the following 
table:

“10. The designation of extra compensation 
—namely: 50% of base and longevity pay, 
produces an erroneous impression. If total 
pay and allowances are considered, the extra 
amount of compensation is 32%. After de- 
duction of income tax, this is reduced to ap- 
proximately 24%. 

“11. From the calculations described in 
paragraph 5, it is apparent that flying pay of 
50% of base and longevity is not fully ade- 
quate as compensation for the lesser career 
pay of the flying officer. Nevertheless, con- 
sidering the advantages of simplicity of op- 
eration of this method and the relative diffi- 
culties of any other method so far proposed, 
retention of the present method of reimburs- 
ing flying officers is the most practicable 
solution. For this reason the Flying Pay 
Board has recommended this course. In ad- 
dition, the board is recommending that sepa- 
rate legislation effect the conclusions outlined 


in paragraph 8.” 
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
